PHILIPPINES. 


MANILA TAKEN 


Latest Advices trom the 
Philippines. 


Apparently Authentic News 
Comes via Singapore. 


Dewey Said to Have Clinched His 
Hold on the Islands. 


With the Aid of the Insurgents He 
Has Captured the Capital and 
Established Himself as Acting 

Governor-General, 


[BY DIRECT WIE TO THE TIMES. 

NEW YORK, May 6.—[(Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Notwithstanding reiterated 
statements here, at Washington and at 
London that nothing has been received 
regarding Dewey’s second conflict at 
Manila, the Sun, Journal and Worlg 
this morning claim special advices that 
the American Commodore has been vic- 
torious and that our flag waves over 
the capital of the Philippines. The 
Journal’s dispatch, represented to be 
from Singapore direct, says: 

“Private telegraphic advices received 
here confirm news of the complete vic- 
tory of the American fleet, at Manila 
and the destruction of the Spanish war 
fleet. The Americans are now holding 
Manila and exercising the powers of 
government. The insurgent leader, 
Alejandrino, landed from an American 
transport with arms for the rebels.” 

The World has this from London: 
“Dewey has followed up his first vic- 
tory with a second. The Americans are 
in control of the Philippines. Manila 
has been captured. This news reached 
London ina private dispatch from 
‘Hongkong. It is the first news from 
Manila that does not bear the stamp 
of Spanish authorship. How the news 
reached there is not stated, but possi- 
bly it came over in some swift mer- 
chantman lying in the harbor during 
the engagement and which sailed before 
Dewey started his dispatch boat. This 
private telegram confirms the news of 
the destruction of the Spanish fleet and 
the sinking of the flagship Reina Chris- 
tina.”’ 

This cable dispatch also refers to 
Alejandrino’s landing with arms for the 
insurgents near Manila. 

The Sun also has practically the same 
special cable from Singapore, even re- 
peating the statement regarding Ale- 
jandrino. The source of this informa- 
tion is not revealed beyond this state- 
ment as to the manner the news would 
reach Singapore: A dispatch from Ma- 
nila by way of Singapore is taken by 
steamer to Labuan, on the north coast 
of Borneo, requiring from two and a 
half to three days on the way. From 
Labuan it is forwarded to Singapore 
by cable.’ 

HAVING HIS OWN WAY. 
[LY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TOMES.)] 

NEW YORK, May 6.—([Exclusivg 
Dispatch.] The Sun’s Washington 
dispatches say that the failure to hear 
from Dewey is not giving the admin- 
istration any uneasiness, and _ that 
naval officers agree that Dewey will 
not send any dispatch boat away until 
he has completed the work of capturing 
Manila. They are chuckling over what 
they consider Dewey’s great piece of 
luck in having no cable communication 
with the Navy Department, as it 
enables him to do his work in his own 
way without’ interference by the 
Washington powers. | 

NOW GOVERNOR-GENERAL 
{ASSOCLATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

BOSTON, May 5.—The following tele- 
gram, received by F. T. Viles of Boston 
from a friend in Singapore, was read 
at the banquet of the Electric Club to- 
night: 

“SINGAPORE, May 5.—Reliable in- 
formation received here corroborating 
news of Dewey’s victory at Manila, and 
he is now executing the duties of gov- 
ernor-general there.” ;

a MESSAGE FOR DEWEY. 
Instructions Cabled by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, May 5.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says: 

“Anticipating early communication 
with Commodore Dewey, commander- 
in-chief of the Asiatic squadron, Secre- 
tary Long sent to Hongkong today a 
long cablegram containing instructions 
for the future guidance of the Ameri- 
can naval officer. 

“This mesage,. it is believed, related 


for immediately dispatching troops to 
his assistance should he deem such 


action necessary. Apprecjating that a 
cons‘derable amount of the ammunition 
of the American vesels has heen ex- 
pended, Secretary Long has directed 
that a large quantity of shot and pow- 
der be sent to Manila in a steamer, 
which will at once be chartered by the 
government. 

“Considerable apprehension is felt in 
naval circles at the probability of a 
massacre of Spaniards in Manila by 
the insurgents, who, it is believed, 
aided Commodore Dewey in the cap- 
ture of the city’ Oppressed as they 
have been by the Spaniards, the officers 
with whom your correspondent con- 
versed said they had no doubt that as 
soon as they had the chance they would 
attempt retaliation. 

* ‘Commodore Dewey,’ said one of the 
gentlemen, ‘will undoubtedly request 
the commanding officers of the British, 
German and French men-of-war to 
land marines to protect property of 
their respective citizens. So far as Ma- 
nila is concerned, I have not the 
slightest doubt that it is in the posses- 
sion of the American force. Manila 
proper was protected by wall 
erected 300 years ago, and this wall 
was fortified by some antiquated guns. 
Having placed Cavite under his guns, 
the rest of the work—I mean by this, 
the capture of the city—was a com- 
paratively easy task, and without 
doubt it was successfully performed by 
the courageous American flag officer.’ ”

HOPEFUL VIEW OF LACK OF TID- 
INGS FROM DEWEY. 


Administration Officials Do rot Feel 
Any Apprehension Because He 
Has not Yet Been Henrd From, 
Cable Still Cut. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—Secretary 
Long said at the close of office hours 
today that up to that time he had re- 
ceived no word from Commodore 
Dewey. He added, however, that he 
felt no apprehension over this lack of 
news, because, in the first place, re- 
ports were not expected, with the 
cable from Manila cut, and, further- 
more, no fears were entertained as to 
Commedore Dewey’s ability to maintain 
his position. There was no doubt, the 
Secretary said, that Commodore 
Dewey's fieet had annihilated’ the 
Spanish fleet, and with this much ac- 
complished, Dewey was master of the 
situation at Manila. 

It was suggested to Mr. Long that 
the shore batteries at Cavite and on 
Corregidor Island might be a serious 
menace to the American fleet, but the 
Secretary did not share this view, hold- 
ing that the strength of the Olympia 
and other ships in Dewey's fleet was 
ample to make him mastér of Manila 
Bay and its surroundings. 

The department is taking steps to 
render effective aid to the commodore 
in the matter of supplies, and a con- 
structor of high ability is to go out at 
once to repair the damages sustained 
in the battle of Manila. Preparations 
for a suitable convoy of supply ships 
was also indicated by the choice of a 
commander and officers for the cruiser 
Charleston, now at Mare Island. 

It is recalled at the Navy Depart- 
ment in this connection, that, having 
received the surrender of Manila, the 
commodore would be able to secure 
any quantity of labor and of such ma- 
terial as a marine city like Manila af- 
fords for the repair of his ships. He 
also would be able to place his wounded 
in comfort in some of the Manila hos- 
pitals or other public places. It is al- 
ways the desire of a prudent naval 
commander to get his wounded ashore 
at the earliest possible opportunity, as 
they stand better chances of recovery. 

The Navy Department will ship 200,- 


000 pounds cf powder to Commodore 


Dewey, to add to the stock he now has 
left. This will be made up of about 60,- 
000 pounds of the grade used for the 
big 8-inch guns, 60,000 pounds for the 
6-inch guns, 50,000 pounds for the 5-inch 
guns, and lesser amounts for other 
classes of guns. 

This with the large number of 8-inch 
armor-piercing projectiles, shells and 
6-inch and 5-inch rifle balls, will make 
the shipment of ammunition a very 
large one. The powder and shot to- 
gether will give 500 rounds for the big 
guns and several thousand rounds for 
the rapid-fire rifles. 

PRESIDENT NOT ALARMED. 
[ASSOCLATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—Although 
naturally anxious to hear from Com- 
modore Dewey, the President and the 
members of the Cabinet are not at all 
alarmed at the non-arrival of news 
from Manila. It is pointed out that 
the cable office is about ten jniles or 
more distant from the city, and that 
the connecting land line is undoubtedly 
in the hands of the Snanish. These, it 
is assumed cannot he dislodged by the 
commodore with the landing force now 
at his disposal. The commodore, it is 
said, may have been compelled to 
send a slow vessel out, or he may be 
waiting to send news of the surrender 
of the islands. In any event the con- 
tingencies are such that no definite 
time can be fixed for the arrival of the 
report. 

There need be no apprehension on 
the part of the public that any news 
that is received from Commodore 
Dewey will be withheld from it. Sec- 
retary Long has stated in the most 
positive manner that he regards it as 
his duty to make the people acquainted 
with the facts 2s scon as he knows 
them. He believes this is only just to 
relatives and friends of the sailors of 
Dewey's fleet. Therefore the many 
statements and rumors that are con- 
stantly circulated to the effect that the 
Navy Deparment has received myste- 
rious cablegrams from Hongkong which 
it has concealed, may be set down as 
pure moonshine. 

The officials have about concluded 
trat there is little presnect of receiv- 
ing news from Commodore Dewey di- 
rectly during the day, though there is 
a possibility that a merchant vessel 
may reach Hongkong from the Philip- 
pines bringing some news of the bhat- 
tle and subsequent events at Manila.

Hawaii and Philippines 
Columbia's Pets, 


Annexation Sentiment Said to 
Be on the Increase, 


Senators Gorman and Lodge are 
Enthusiastic Over It. 


Islands to be Kept Under the Fing 
and San Francisco Be Mnrde the 
Center of the Commercial Em- 
pire of the West.

WASHINGTON, May 5.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] “Hawaii and the Philip- 


pines must belong to us, if we are to 
become a great naval power, and ex- 
tend our commerce in the East. With 
them as bases of operations, the west 


coast will become commercially as 
powerful as the east coast, and San 
Francisco will be the center of the 
empire of trade.”’ 

Thus Senator Arthur yorman of 
Maryland, Democratic leader in the 
Senate, expressed the view which is 


growing to such an extent that prom- 
ises to-sweep the Upper House of Con- 
gress. The Senate must pass upon 
a treaty of peace which will conclude 
the war. The sentiment of that body 
is an important factor in the solution 
of the Philippine probiem. Canvasses 
of the Senate have been made with a 
view of learning whether a majority 
favors retaining the Philippines as a 
possession of the United States afier 
the war closses. 

The canvass. it is asserted, indi- 
cates a general sentiment in favor of 
holding the islands permanently. Sena- 
tor Gorman, on the Democratic side, 
and Senator Lodge, on the Republican 
side, are outspoken in advocacy of the 
policy, and there are many others who 
hold equally positive affirmative views. 

Senator Gorman says that it will be 
absolutely necessary for the United 


naval power, and desires to extend com- 
merce and trade, to secure possessions 
in various parts of the world which 
will be available as headquarters for 
vessels carrying the American flag. 
“The obstacles in the way of the gov- 
ernment of distant possessions like the 


States, if it proposes to continue as a ' 


Philippines,” said Senator Gorman, 


“are by no means insurmountable, and 


certainly do not outweimh the great 
consideration which favors continued 
occupation of the 


“It is a fact worth emphasizing that 
if the result of the battle at Manila 
had been disastrous to Commodore 
Dewey, there would have been no port 
in the ast open to him. It seems to 
me that it would be the part of wisdom, 
if we hope to extend our commercial in- 
teresis, to hold such a point as the 
Philippines, and as a maiter of course 
Hawali ought to come to us right 
away.” 

Senator Lodge points out that for 
some years the United States has been 
endeavoring to secure a large portion 
of oriental trade, and already our com- 
merce with Western Russia, China and 
Japan has assumed goodly proportions. 
With the United States in possession of 
the Philippines for a base from which 
to command the Orient, and with Ha- 
wall as a half-way point in the Pacific, 
the development of the entire country 
would be tremendous, while San Fran- 
cisco and the whole coast 
would expand to-a-remarkable degree. 

“San Francisco,” says he, “Would be- 
come a great city of export and im- 
port, rivaling New York and Boston 
on the eastern coast.” 

It is argued that it would be easier 
for the United States to hold the isl- 
ands than to dispose of them to any 
other nation. It is quite certain no 
treaty of peace could command the two- 
thirds vote necessary for ratification, 
which proposed to give the Philippines 
back to Spain, unless Spain guaran- 
teed a large indemnity, and it is real- 
ized that if the islands are disposed 
of to Great Britain or any other Euro- 
pean power, complications are likely 
to arise which might disturb the peace 
of the world. The war between the 
United States and Spain was not com- 
menced as a war of conquest, and it is 
not now intended fit shall be. But 
leading Senators say the Philippine 
Islands, having come to us through 
the fortunes of war, must be regarded 
as American property, and can be util- 
ized for the future development of the 
United States. 

Closely associated with the disposi- 
tion of the Philippines is the annexa- 
tion of Hawaii. The latter now seems 
certain. At a meeting of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee yesterday 
only three votes out of fifteen could be 
counted against annexation. There is 
no doubt that the House committee 
will, next Tuesday, submit a favorable 
report on Mr. Newland’s annexation 
resolution, and Speaker Reed has prom- 
ised consideration of the subject soon 
after the report shall have been made. 

The importance of the annexation of 
the Hawaiian Islands is being urged 
upon Senators and Representatives by 
the President, who, yesterday, took

Dispatch Boat Leyden Successfully 
Performed Uer Mission, but 
Got Some Bullets Through Her 

Smokestack—Spanish Troops Re- 
pulsed. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

KEY WEST, May 5.—The govern- 
ment tug Leyden, Capt. J. H. Angus, 
steamed into port this morning and 
told the folowing story of a desperate 
encounter With Spanish troops on the 
northern coast of Cuba: 

The Leyden left here Monday after- 
noon with a party of insurgents under 
Gen. Baldamore Acosta, and included 
five Cuban scouts under the leadership 
of Capt. J. H. Derst of the United 
States cavalry. The Leyden also car- 
ried a large quantity of arms and am- 
munition. The tug landed five men 
with four boxes of ammunition and 
two horses. 

Gen. Acosta also landed and pene- 
trated to the interior, where he com- 
mumnicated with the forces of the in- 
surgents. The Leyden lay to outside 
until 5 o’clock in the morning, when, 
observing a troop of Spanish infantry 
approaching, she put to sea and got 
safely away. The same night she pro- 
ceeded to Matanzas, and Tuesday aft- 
ernoon another small party landed near 
there. Fearing attack by the Span- 
fjards, she looked for the monitors Ter- 
ror and Amphitrite, which are on the 
blockade in that vicinity, but, being 
unable to locate them, the Leyden re- 
turned to the original landing place, 
reaching there early yesterday morn- 
ing. Here she was met by Acosta and 
about two hundred Cubans, half of 
whom were arsed with rifles. They 
united with the men on the tug and an 
attempt was made to land the remain- 
ing arms and men, when a troop of 
two hundred of the Villa Vicosa cav- 
alry swooped down on them anda 
fierce engagement of a half-hour’s du- 
ration followed. 

When the Spanish cavalry discovered 
the Leyden they promptly opened fire. 


‘The tug was taken at a disadvantage, 


having no cannon aboard, but Com- 
mander Agnus decided upon a desperate 
bluff. He mounted an old flagpole 
and another round piece of timber 
in the bow of the boat and stationed 
gunners there; but the ruse was of little 
avail. The Spaniards took shelter near 
the blockhouse and poured in a fusil- 
lade of bullets. 

Meanwhile the Cubans attempted to 
draw the Spanish fire, with a- view of 
diverting the cavalry and giving the 
Leyden a chance to slip out. 

The Cubans finally repulsed the 
enemy, driving them into the woods. 
During this engagement several rifle 
bullets went through the Leyden’'s 
smokestack, but no one was injured. 
The little tug then went in search of 
the flagship, found her lying near Ha- 
Vana and reported this story. Rear- 
Admiral Sampson sent the gunboat 
Wilmington back with the Leyden. The 
two vessels reached the scene of the 
landing yesterday afternoon and: found 
the Spanish cavalry in waiting to wel- 
come another attempted invasion. The 
Wilmington lost no time in prelimi- 
maries, but promptly opened fire upon a 


- number’ of small houses marking the 


entrance to the place. The gunboat 
fired four shois, which immediately 
drove back the Spaniards, and Capt. 
Derst, with the ammunition, landed 
safely last night, the Leyden returning 


here.

NAVAL STRATEGY. 
Conflicting Reports Concerning the 
Movements of the Fleets, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—No confir- 

mation is obtainable of the various re- 
ports concerning movements of Admiral 
Sampson's fleet. Persons who, from 
their official position might be sup- 
posed to share the confidence of the ad- 
ministration are credited with the 
statement that the admiral has gone 
to seize Porto Rico, and this statement 
is made after conference with the 
Executive. On the other hand, it is 
asserted with almost equal positiveness 
that the fleet has gone to meet the Ore- 
gon and bring her in gafety to the 
North, Still another report is to the 
effect that the admiral has gone to 
seize Matanzas, to be used as a base of 
operations. The officials refuse abso- 
lutely to make public the plan of the 
strategy board and thus give aid to the 
enemy. Therefore these conflicting ru- 
mors as to the plans of the fleet can 
only be judged in the light of their 
probability when viewed in connection 
with the usual methods of warfare. 
Thus to bombard Matanzas without 
being able to land a sufficient force 
to seize and hold the place would seem 
to be very bad strategy, and the fact 
that Sampson's fleet was accompanied 
by no troops or transports would seem 
to negative the idea that he had gone 
either to attack Matanzas or seize Porto 
Rico. To attempt the latter would re- 
quire a strong landing force in view of 
the number of Spanish troops on the. 
island, and in addition it may be sug- 
gested that Admiral Sampson would he 
very loath to run the risk of having one 
or more of his best ships completely 
disabled by attacking forts needlessly, 
and thus leave his fleet inferior to the 
Spanish force. 
A significant movement is the addi- 
tion of the warship New Orleans to 
Commodore Schley’s squadron at 
Hampton Roads in place of the Colum- 
bia. This seems to indicate a complete 
change in the character of the squadron 
which, instead of being a flying squad- 
ron, in the ordinary sense, has 
now assumed the character of a battle 
fleet. Without being as speedy as at 
first organized, Commodore Schley’s 
squadron is probably now able to meet, 
on even terms at least, the formidable 
Spanish armored cruisers which sailed 
from Cape Verde for an unknown des- 
tination. In view of this action of the 
department, and particularly if Schley 
should be reinforced by “some torpedo 
vessels, it may be assumed that he is 
about to start in quest of the Spanish 
squadron.

“Spain's Atlantic fleet is not to be 
allowed to reach Porto Rico or to ap- 
proach the coast of the United States. 
Rear-Admiral Sampson has perfected 
plans for meeting the enemy on the 
high seas and giving battle at a time 
and place of his own choosing. The 
successful issue of this battle may de- 
pend in a large measure upon the

“Thrall went to Cuba on the bark 
Matanzas the day after Gen. Lee ar- 
rived in Key West. He was a man- 


ager of the clectric-light works at 
Regla, opposite Havana. It is due to 
Yankee wit that he escaped.

He 
told Admiral Sampson some important 
news relative to the changes in the 
guns at the Cojimar and Reina bat- 
teries, which increased their strength, 
as well as widened the fighting radius 
of the guns.

“Numerous shells have been fired into 
the Cuban shore east of Havana dur- 
ing the last two days by the Wil- 
mington. The Wilmington, being a 
river gunboat, can go almost anywhere 
in-shore, and her patrol is from 
front of Moro; about twelve miles 
along the coast eastward. As_- she 
keeps less than four thousand yards 
from the shore, she is constantly 
watched by the Spaniards, and has a 
g00d opportunity for watching them 
also. Little sauads of cavalry can 
now and then be seen following along 
the water front, shaking their  car- 
bines at the Wilmington, and now and 
then firing a few bullets at her. When 
this is done. the Wilmington trains 
one of her guns and lets fly. The re- 
sult is that there is a great scamper- 
Ing of Spaniards, and a tearing of 
bushes and a flying of dirt as the 
shell goes home. These are portions of 
about 1000 cavalry that Gen. Blanco 
has sent out to the east for-the pur- 
pose, apparently, of preventing a land- 
ing of United States forces in the 
bay of Jarucano. 

Several supposed fortifications have 
been fired upon for the purpose of 
locating the enemy’s batteries, but so 
far the Wilmington has not been able 
to discover that much fortifying is in 
progress immediately east of Havana. 

There have been no captures and 
no chases. The fast Spanish gunboats 
still remain bottled up in Havana.” 


ALLOWED TO PASS. 

KEY WEST, May 5.—News reached 
here today of the arrival at Havana 
yesterday of the British cruiser Talbot 
to take off British subjects who de- 
sired to leave the city. The Talbot 
was held up by the blockading vessels, 
but finally asked permission of the 
flagship to go in, which Rear-Admiral 


Sampson readily granted. Admiral 
John Richardson, commanding the 
West Indian naval station, was on 


board the Talbot. 

Further information from the be- 
sieged island is to the effect that 
Blanco is urging the Provincial au- 
thorities in every locality to stir up 
the patriotism of the people, which is 
said to be rapidly waning under the 
influence of hunger and disease. 


HAVANA NOTES.

MINISTRY’S DAYS NUMBERED. 


The Sagasta Cabinet Must Step Down 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
‘NEW YORK, May 5.—A special to 

the World from Madrid says: 

“The troops are held in the barracks 
ready to march at any instant against 
the mob of the revolutionists. Cavalry 
and infantry patrol the streets from 
nightfall to sunrise. All the public 
buildings are crowded inside with foot 
and mounted police. In the rest of the 
kingdom the precautions, though less 
visible, are equally strict, because the 
court and the government apprehend 
graver movements still, if fresh re- 
verses occur in Cuba or to the fieet. 

‘“High-handed measures are consid- 
ered necessary to keep the adversaries 
of the monarchy and the masses down 
until the moment comes when the rul- 
ers of Spain can declare that honor is 
satisfied, and that the time has come 
to appeal to European governments to 
step in and secure terms of peace, hon- 
orable to Spain. 

“The last twenty-four hours have 
been anxious ones for the Ministers 
and the authorities at Madrid. Premier 
Sagasta went twice to see the Queen, 
and offered to resign, if she believed a 
Conservative or military Cabinet coutd- 
better defend the dynasty and the mon- 
archy than the government whose 
members stick to their posts now only 
from a-sense of.loyalty to the crown 
and self-respect, as they do not wish 
to be accused of abandoning the reins 
of state in the midst of war. 

“The chief fear is of a popular revo- 
lution, which everybody Gan see brew- 
ing. The civil authorities in Madrid 
got so alarmed at the attitude of the 
Republicans and Carlists that they 
frankly told Sefior Sagasta they could 
not answer for order much longer. 

“The Barcelona authorities report a 
very serious condition of affairs there; 
the Republicans are working upon the 
masses, who are discontented, because 
of the rise in prices of all provisions 
and the closing of many factories in 
consequence of the Cuban and Philip- 
pine markets. 

“The Queen asked Sefior Sagasta to 
remain in office. He consented to do so 
on condition that she would give per- 
mission to proclaim a state of siege in 
Madrid. Now martial law rules. Any 
one circulating news about the war can 
be sent to a military prison. Court- 
martials are held. One Carlist, one 
Socialist, one military, one Independent 
and one Republican paper have been 
seized and closed by order from mili- 
tary judges. | 

“If national feeling runs too high 
against Sefiors Sagasta and Moret, who 
really are in the most danger, the 
Queen probably will ask Marshal Cam- 
pos to form a sort of government for 
the defense of the monarthy. The old 
Marshal has told her that he will be 
ready to do so as soon as she sends for 
him. So the days of the Sagasta Cabi- 
net are numbered.” 

LOOTING AND SHOOTING.

MADRID, May 5, 8 a.m.—The dis- 
turbances caused by the high price and 
scarcity of food continue in the prov- 
inces.

Naval Constructor Capps Going to 
Repair Dewey’s Fliect.

WASHINGTON, May 5.—The Secre- 
tary of the Navy today ordered Naval 
Constructor William L. Capps, now at 
the Union Iron Works, San Francisco, 
to proceed at the carliest moment on 
the steamer City of Peking, just char- 
tered by the Navy Department, to meet 
Commodore Dewey’s squadron at Ma- 
nila. 

Mr. Capps will select from the Mare 
Island force a number of experienced 
and intelligent workmen to take with 
him. In addition he will place on the 
Peking a full supply of machine tools, 
steel plate and ail of the materia\s that 
are likely to be needed to make tem- 
porary repairs to a ship in distress. 

The. purpose of the department in

Sigsbee on the bridge, left Cramp’s ship- 
yard at 8:20 o'clock this morning and 
steamed down the Delaware River.

SPANISH DEFENSES. 


MANY SEAPORT TOWNS COULD 
EASILY BE ROMBARDED. 


~ 


Antiquated Fortificationa That are 
Crumbling to Pieces—Rich Com- 
munities at the Mercy of Ameri- 
can Warships—Spain’s Lack of 
Guns. 


[Collier's Weekly:] Should the dis- 
agreemert of Spain and the United 
Sitates cause an American fleet to at- 
tack the Spanish seacoast, nothing ex- 
cept an alliance with some European 
power, or the massing of Spain's naval 


force could prévent the ruin of many | 
Spanish cities. A century ago the! 
Spanish cities on tidewater were the 
best fortified in the world, many of 
them being almost impregnable. To- 
day the only town on the 
coast which could not’ be destroyed by 
the guns of our fleet is Gibraltar, an | 


English possession. Thanks to the 
friendly feeling of the English, the 
Stars and Stripes can pass by the 


great-rock unmolested, as its guns com- 
plately command the entrance to the 
Mediterrancan. 

Three of Spain's seaports outside of 


Spanish 


Gibraltar, would be at our mercy. On 
the Bay of Biscay, within six miles of | 
the open sea, are the cities of Santan- , 
der and Corunna. They are of about 


the same size, each having a popula- | 


tion of 35,000.. From them are shipped 
large quantities of iron and copper ore, 
and at Santander is a large portion of 
Spain's wheeit supply from abroad. Al- | 
though a battery was placed at San- 
tander Bay about two years ago, its 
guns are very light, and would not pre- 
vent such cruisers as the Brooklyn and 
Minneapolis trom steaming to within | 
three miles of the heart of the city. 
Corunna, containing an obsolete cita- 
del and two small forts, is practically 
in the same condition, and could be de- 
ae by shells from any modern ves- 
sel. 

A far more important ort, how 
is Cadiz, on the Atlantic const, 
west of Gibraltar.

Every portion of the an- 
chorage would be within range «f the 
eight and ten-inch rifles of cruisers at 
the harbor’s mouth. Yhe trade of Bar- 
celona has been estimated at $25.060.000 
annually, and its people are among the 
wealthiest in Spain. 

Further westward is Tarragona, 
Which, like Valencia, Alicante and 
Malaga, is the center of an extensive 
grape-growing district. Its population 
is about 27,000. Within halfa day's run 
by sea to the west is the famous town 
of Valencia, located on the Guadel- 
quivir River, four miles from the sea. 
Its factories have made it one of the 
richest cities of Eurepe, its specialties 
being silk and linen fabrics. wine. fruit 
and raisins. Olive oil and wines are 
shipped in large quantities from Ali- 
Cante. 

From the American standpoint Carta- 
gena may be censidered the most im- 
portant of Spanish cities. Here are the 
largestarrenals,and an ordnance factory 
which, for hundreds of years, has 
turned out most of the cannon uted 
by the Spanish forces. The guns of 
the famous Armada of Philio II were 
made at this port in buildings, the 
ruins of which are still to be seen. Car- 
tagena’s sailmakers supplied the can- 
vas for all the Spanish vessels which 
took part in the great sea fights of his- 
tory. The Spanish naval officers re- 
ceive their education at the school of 
Cartagena, which may he termed the 
Annapolis of Spain. Of the city’s entire 
population of 70.000, fully one-half ate 
in the service of the government. The 
largest dry dock on the Mediterranean 
Sea is at this point; it was built for 
government use exclusively. 

Almeria, a citv, of 40,000 people, is 
perhaps the least important of the 
chain of cities, as its business is con- 
almost entirely to wines and 
fruits. About seventy miles east of 
Gibraltar the city of Malaga lies close 


to the seacoast on a level plain, nearly

drawing twenty-five feet of water can 
readily enter its harbor. Annually it 


ships millions of dollars’ worth of the 


well-known Malaga grapes, and has 
the largest sugar factory on the conti- 
nent. 

As a traveler approaches these cities 
from the water the view is picturesque 
in the extreme. Most of them were so 
placed in the olden days that a small 
garrison could withstand an army. All 
of them are fortified in some manner, 
Several are what were classed in the 
old system of fortification, as “walled 
cities,” the most important portion of 
the town being surrounded by walls of 
masonry ranging from three or four to 
twelve feet in thickness. As a rule 
these walls are strengthened by towers 
or bastions at intervals of a few hun- 
dred feet, while in the most commande- 
ing position is built a citadel or fort- 
ress, circular in shape, through which 
can be seen the muzzles of fifty to a 
hundred cannon. 

To the novice in modern warfare the 
first view of one of these coast cities 
is imposing, for an impression of mas- 
siveness and strength is given. On 
close examination, however, it is seen 
that appearances have been deceptive. 
The cement has crumbld from between 
the great stones, and portions of the 
walls have fallen away, leaving gaps 
through which a pair of horses could 
be driven. The massive tron gates, 
some of them erected 400 or 500 years 
ago, have rusted on their hinges so 
that they can scarcely be closed; some 
have fallen down. The citadels, which 
are relied upon for the greatest resist- 
ance, are, as a rule, in a dilapidated 
condition, and few of them contain 
anything but muzzle-leading cannon. 
These have about the same range as 
the old Rodman guns with which Fotte 
ress Monroe and New York Harbor 


. were equipped during the civil war. 


The strongest of these works are at 
and Cartagena where modern 
rifled cannon have been placed in the 
fortresses, and at Barcelona, where » 
pier in the harbor has modern ord- 
nance. This includes a few Kru 
but the majority of the guns are o 
Spanish make. They would be more 
formidable in modern defenses, but 
owing to their elevated positions the 
fortresses form an excellent target for 
turret guns especially, which can be 
elevated to throw projectiles high in 
the air. 

As already stated, the outline of the 
coast is such that cruisers of the 
Brooklyn and Minneapolis type could 
readily approach within effective dis- 
tance. Most of the attacks would prob- 
ably be made by the ships, for the 
height of the fortresses and the steep 
ascents to the defenses would place 
storming parties at great disadvan- 
tages; Cadiz, for instance, is on a hill 
500 feet above tide water, while Tar- 
ragona is divided into two parts, the 
“upper town,’ as it is called, being 750 
feet above the sea. Alicante is also 
elevated nearly 300 feet above the land- 
ing mole. Cartagena and Malaga are 
the only cities on comparatively low 
ground. 

Had the Spaniards prepared their 
cities for defense with modern disap- 
pearing guns, surrounded by emplace- 
ments such as America and Great Brit- 
ain have been building within the last 
few years, the natural features of most 
of their cities would make them prac- 
tically invincible: but they have neg- 
lected their opportunities. So, although 
the fortifications are being patched up 
here and there and a few high-power 
guns placed in the larger towns, as al- 
ready stated, it would require several 
years to place them in the proper con- 
dition to withstand the attack of a 
modern fleet. 

The wealthiest section of the kingdom 
lies alone the southern and  south- 
western seacoast. Its most productive 
vineyards, its most fertile grain fields 
and its richest pasture lands are on the 
Mediterranean, and the products find a 
market at the seaports; consequently, 
should the latter be placed under ran- 
som by an enemy, thelr .inhabitants 
could raise ten times as much as their 
countrymen in the interior. The cities 
of Barcelona, or Malaga, could readily 
contribute five times the cost of the 
Maine rather than suffer bombardment 
by such ships as Uncle Sam could send 
across the water. | 

It is improbable that Spain would 
neglect to make some show of resist- 
ance: she has old cruisers that might 
be utilized for coast defense purposes, 
especially to prevent landing of troops, 
but the range of naval guns is deter- 
mined largely by caliber, and it is 
known that Spein has no surplus stock 
of large rifled cannon. od

GRUEN CONFESSES. 


Is Baron Unter Richter and Son of 
a Rabbi. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, May 5.—The steamer 
‘Fulda’s passenger who shipped as Ed- 
ward Gruen, and who is really Baron 
Unter Richter, confessed to the immi- 
gration authorities today that he stole 
the 67,000 florins, of which theft he 
was accused yesterday, and for which 
he has been detained. The prisoner says 
he is the son of a Jewish rabbi, and 
that he was sent to an agricultural ccl- 
lege in the Austrian Hyrol. 

He ran away and went to an aunt 
in Enterbrachen, in the Tyrol. 
stole 67,000 florins from her, and ran off 
with the money with a merchant named 
Gruen, who changed the money fcr 
him, and introduced him to his gon 
Edward, with whom he traveled to 
Rome. 

There he stole young Gruen’s pass- 
port and left for the United States. He 
stopped at Monte Carlo and lost $1200 
in gambling. He had about $5000 in a 
belt about his waist, which he gave up 
after confessing. 


Fatal Game of War. 


BALTIMORE, May 5.—As a result of 
a mimic battle between the United 
States and Spain, represented by Amer- 
ican and Spanish boys between 14 and 
16 years of age, in Canton, a day or 
two ago, John Keprofsky is dead and 
eleven youngsters are locked up on 
the charge of causing his death. The 
boys organized in the two forces, the 
Poles representing Spain, in charge of 
a fortress. Keprofsky was sent out to 
reconnoiter. He was called upon by 
the storming party to surrender, but 
refused, and was shot in the stomach 
by one of the American boys.

COUNTRY PEOPLE MUST BE THEIR 
OWN CARRIERS. 


President Authorized to Supply 
Cuban Insargerts With Arms. 
Homestead Law for Alaska. 
Labor Arbitration. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—During al- 
most the entire session today the Sen- 
ate had under consideration the Post- 
office Apprepriaiion Bill. The measure 
carries $99,224,300, being very much the 
heaviest of all the appropriation bills. 
The most*tmportant action taken upon 
the measure was the adoption of an 
amendment offered by Mr. Tillman cf 
Scuth Carolina, reducing the ::umber of 
deliveries cf mail in all cities of the 
country to a number not exceeding four 
each day. The amendment was sharply 
antagonized as a blow to business in 
the large cities, but the feeling of the 
Senate was such that, in spite the vig- 
orous opposition, it prevailed by a de- 
cisive majority. 

A lively debate was precipitated by 
an amendment of the committee strik- 
ing out the appropriation of $390,000 for 
rural free delivery.’ The proposition 
was discussed for nearly two hours, Mr. 
Chandler of New Hampshire and Mr. 
Butler of North Carolina leading the 
fight in favor of rural free delivery. 

By the close vote of 22 to 25, how- 
ever, the committee was sustained, and 
the bill now carries no appropriation 
for such delivery. This will prevent 
contractors from subletting mail con- 
tracts. In order to get their money 
they must be able to swear that they 
performed the service themselves. 

Just before adjournment the Senate 


-passed an important war measure, au- 


thorizing the President and seneral offi- 
cers of the army to supply the Cuban 
insurgents with arms and munitions of 
war, and empowering officers of the 
army serving in Cuba to supply needy 
inhabitants of the island with medi- 
cines and subsistence. 


HOUSE BUSINESS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, May 5.—The House 
today disposed of two important bills. 
The Alaska Land Bill, extending the 
homestead laws to and providing for 
certain railway rights-of-way in the 
district of Alaska, as amended by the 
Senate and agreed upon in conference, 
was passed. The labor arbitration. 
measure, providing for the arbitration 
of labor disputes between employers 
and certain common carriers, a bill 
which had received very wide indorse- 
ment by labor organizations through- 
out the country, received the approval 
of the House. A number of minor bills 
were also passed. The House adjourned 
until Monday. 


FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, May 5.—SENATE.— 
Soon after the Senate convened today 
Mr. Money of Mississippi gave notice 
that on Thursday, the 26th inst., he 
would present resolutions in memory 
of Mr. Walthall. 

Consideration of the Postoffice Appro- 
priation Bill was begun at the instance 
of Mr. Quay of Pennsylvania, in charge 
of the measure. The amount carried 
by the bill as it passed the House of 
Representatives was $99,123,000. As re- 
ported to the Senate it carried $112,000 
more. 

RURAL FREE DELIVERY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

WASHINGTON, May-5.—After dis- 
cussion of the appropriation for rural 
free delivery for about two hours, the 
text of the bill was finally so amended 
as to present the proposition in the 
following form: 

“For experimental rural free deliv- 
ery under the direction of the Post- 
master-General, including pay to car- 
riers and horse hire allowances, $200,- 


Mr. Quay insisted upon the commit- 
tee resolution to strike out the proposi- 
tion, and he demanded the yeas and 
nays. The clause was stricken out— 
25 to 22. 

Mr. Tillman offered an amendment 
providing that no more than four mail 
deliveries should be made in any cities 
during amy one day, and that any 
amount thus saved shall be carried 
back into the treasury. Mr. Hoar ane 
tagonized the amendment, holding that 
it amounted to class legislation. 

Mr. Chandler of New Hampshire 
moved, in view of the adoption of the 
amendment, that the amount to be ap- 


from $13,085.400 to $12,000,000. 
Mr. Quay’s motion to table Mr. 
Chandler’s. amendment was defeated— 


29 to 22. The amendment was then 
adopted. 

Mr. Pettigrew of South Dakota of- 
fered an amerdment. directing the 
Postmeaster-General to readjust the 


compensation to be paid for transpor- 
tation of mails on railroads by reduc- 
ing the comphensation to all railroad 
companies 20 per cent. a year from the 
rates for such transportation on the 
basis of the average weight heretofore 
fixed and allowed by law. Pending ac- 
tion upon the amendment the bill was 
laid aside until tomorrow. 

Mr. Hansbrough presented the report 
of the conferees upon the Alaska Home- 
stead Bill and it was agreed to. The 
bill now goes to the President. 

Mr. Cockrell reported from the Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee a bill to pro- 
vide assistance to the inhabitants of) 
Cuba and arms, munitions, and mili- 
tary stores to the insurgents and tor 
other purposes. The text of the bill 
follows: 

“Section 1. That while serving in 
Cuba during the existing war, officers 
of the army of the United States exer- 
cising separate commands may, by 
special orders cause subsistence, medi- 
cine and quartermasters’ supplies to 
be issued, and other aid rendered 
to the inhabitants of the Island of 
Cuba who are distressed and in imme- 
diate danger of perishing unless they 
receive aid. 

“Sec. 2. That the President and 
commander of troops in Cuba are 
hereby authorized to furnish to the 
proper officers of the Cuban insurgents 
such arms, ammunitions, equipments 
and military stores and supplies as 
they may require to render the service 
of that army as aMies in the existing 
war available, and may enlist, not to 
exceed fifty for each brigade, inhabi- 
tants of the Island of Cuba, qualified 
to serve as interpreters, guides, scouts 
and asssitant.” 

The bill was passed without debate. 

The Senate then, at 5:25 p.m. went 
into executive. session, and _ shortly 
after adjourned. 


HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, May 5.—HOUSE. 


The House today passed a bill authoriz- 
ing the construction of a bridge across 
the Arkansas River at Webbers’s 
Falis, I.T., and then proceeded to con- 
sider the conference report upon the 


Alaskan homestead act, which Mr. 
Lacey of Iowa called up. 
After an hour's debate, the confer- 


ence report was adopted by a vote of 
86 to 8. Before agreement was reached 
speeches were made by Messrs. Lacey 
of Iowa, who reported the bill; Shaf- 
roth of Colorado, Devries of Califor- 
nia and Ellis of Oregon, in favor of the 
bill, and Messrs. Pitney of New Jersey. 
Parker of New Jersey and Loud of 
California, against. 

Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio then called up 
from the Committee of Labor the bill 
for the arbitration of disputes be- 
tween railroads and their employés. 


ARBITRATION BILL PASSED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT mEPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, May 5.—Mr. Gros- 
venor, explaining the bill in reply to 
questions, said the measure was not 


compulsory, did not require employers 
or employés to arbitrate, but merely 
opened @ clear way to arbitration 
should the parties avail themselves of 
it, and offers a way to carry out, under 
governmetal directions, an award 
reached through mutual! and voluntary 
agreement. 

Mr. Maguire of California attacked 
the provisions of the bill requiring 
that employés do not leave their em- 
ployers under three months after the 
filing of the award without” giving 
thirty days’ notice. He said the pro- 
vision left the question of punishment 
of violations of the provision open. 

Mr. Lewis of Washington moved to 
recommit, with Instructions favoring 
numerous amendments. This was de- 
feated and the bill passed. 

It provides that in case a serious 
controversy concerning wages, hours of 
labor, or conditions af employment 
shall arise between. the carrier, sub- 
ject to the act and the employés, the 
chairman of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and the Commissioner of 
Labor shall, upon the request of either 
party, endeavor to amicably settle the 
dispute by mediation, and in case the 
endeavor shall fail, then thpg contro- 
vefsy may be submitted to arbitration 
of a board of three persons, each party 
to the controversy to name one arbi- 
trator and the last two named shall 
name a third. 

The agreement to submit must con- 
tain stipulations that the arbitration 
shall be begun within five days, and 
the award shall be within ten days 
from the appointment of the third ar- 
bitrator: that the award shall be filed 
in the Circuit court of-the United 
States for any district wherein thé-em- 
plover carries on business: that the 
parties shall consider the award final 
and conclusive, and faithfully execute 
the same; that the award shall con- 
tinue in force as between the parties 
for one year, and that the employer 
shall not dismiss nor shall any em- 
ployé dissatisfied with the award quit 
work under three months without giv- 
ing thirty days), notice. 

The award shall become final and 
operative ten days after filing. unless 
an appeal shall be taken within the 
ten days on exceptions to matter of 
law. The act recognizes organized 
labor and provides penalties for. em- 
ployers discriminating against em- 
ployés by reason of their connection 
with or purpose to join such organiza- 
tion. 

The House passed a bill granting to 
the Washington Improvement and De- 
velopment Company richt-of-way for 
a railway and telegraph line through 
the Colville Indian Reservation in 
Washington State. At 4:35 o'clock the 
House adjourned until Monday. 


WAR REVENUE BILL. 


Proposition to Issue Bonds Will not 
Be in It. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—The Senate 
Committe on Finance as a body was 
not in session today, having adjourned 
over until tomorrow in order to permit 
the Democratic members to prenare a 
substitute for the bond provision of 
the Revenue Bill. There is now no 
doubt that there will be a majority of 
the committee against the bond feature, 
as Senator Jones of Nevada has 
taken a position against it, and Sen- 
ator Wolcott has _ indicated’ that 
he will oppose it if an acceptable sub- 
stitute can be secured. 

The Republican members of the com- 
mittee, with the exception of Senator 
Wolcott, were in conference over the 
situation for several hours. 

WOLCOTT AGAINST BONDS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—There Is lit- 
tle doubt from Senator Wolcott's ex- 
pressions in the committee yesterday, 
and the fact that he did not sit with 
the Republican members today that he 
will vote to eliminate the bond propo- 
sition.

They believe that the tax they pro- 
pose on corporations will increase 
the regular revenues to the extent of 
about $50,000,000 annually.

SACRAMENTO, May 5.—(Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Young Griffo, the pugilist 
who beat Joseph Devitt, alias “Bull” 
McCarthy, to death in the glove con- 
test before the Sacramento Athictic 
Club last week, was today held for 
mansiaughter, with bonds fixed at $1000. 

From the beginning of the proceed- 
ings Griffo had been given to under- 
stand by his friends that the prelimi- 
nary examination was a mere legal 
formality, and that he would certainly 
be discharged. As a result, the an- 
nouncement that he was held to answer 
fell upon him with crushing force, and 
he broke down in the courtroom and 
cried like a child. His seconds in the 
ring, who were co-defendants with 
Griffo, were discharged. 

Justice Henry, preliminary to making 
the order for holding the prisoner, said: 
“In this case it is in evidence’ that 
Griffo and the unfortunate young man 
who lost his life went into the ring 
for a monetary consideration. I there- 
fore conclude that the so-called glove 
contest was in reality a prize fight, un- 
Warranted in law, against public pol- 
icy, immoral, and against the peace 
and dignity cf the State. 

“The principals in this affair were un- 
equally matched. It must have heen 
rare sport, indeed, for this man Griffo, 
letting his coarser instincts predomi- 
nate over his better nature, to hammer 
for an hour and twenty minutes, his 
bruised and bleeding opponent down to 
insensibility and death.”

THE CALIFORNIA SEVENTH. 

Our “bold sojer boys” today line 
up for the advance to the front, or 
wherever duty may call them, and 
the cicy will turn out in gay and gal- 
lant array to bid them godspecd, 
hail and farewell. For these boys 
of ours there will be roses and tears 
and huzzas, and to many of the tens 
of thousands who will watch them 
march away there will be a feeling of 
envy that they, too, are not permitted 
to don the uniform and fall in behind 
the drums. | 

Los Angeles and all Southern Cal- 
ffornia will watch the career of these 
lads of the sunny south with feelings 
of affection end interest, for they may 
possibly be the only men that this 
section of the State will have to rep- 
resent us in the new army now mobil- 
izing in response to the call cf the 
President; therefore we hope to see 
them acquit themselves like soldiers 
and gentlemen, no matter what serv- 
ice they are called to  perform— 
whether it be to meet the nation’s 
enemy upon the field of battle or to 
do the monotonous duty of garrison- 
ing captured territory in the tropics. 

As all old soldiers Know, garrison 
duty is more trying in some respects 
than active service in the field, but 
the good soldier takes whatever 
comes, cheerfully and  uncomplain- 
ingly; and the man who enlists, if le 
be wise, will at the outset make up 
his mind to accept the fortunes of 
war, not only with a brave heart, but 
with a cheery mood. Our boys will 
discover, when once they become a 
part of the real army of the nation, 
that the picnic element of the service 
is ni/. ‘under the chief command of 
Officers <i the regular army, as they 
doubticss ‘vill be, they will be put 
under <cicse discipline, and much 
hard work of one sort and another 
will be their portion; but if the sol- 
dier be a philosopher he will find that 
there is real enjoyment in discipline 
and army work, as there is in per- 
forming a duty anywhere in life And 
certainly there is positive valué to 
the individual in “that leetle word 
discipleen,’’ as the great Napoleon ex- 
pressed it. 

The men who stand the rigors of 
army life best are those who reso- 
lutely resolve to cultivate a spirit 
of Mark Tapleyism, and decline to 
kick, no matter how bad the condi- 
tions. Kicking is an idle occupation 
at best; but, besides that, it destroys 
the ‘vital tissue and makes miserable 
everybody in the neighborhood of the 
kicker. Therefore if the exigencies 
of the service make it necessary for 
the soldier to sleep on the soft side 
of a board, on the sharp edges of a 
pile of fence rails, or with a stream 
of water running under his blankets 
and into his ears, let him laugh it 
off and be glad that the board is no: 
harder, the edges of the rails keener 
or the water muddier and deeper. 

The young soldier will also find 
temptations in army life that it wil! 
take the quality of a sturdy and reso- 
lute manhood to resist; but he should 
determine at the outset to stand fast 
and be a gentleman and an American: 
he should honor himself, his — uni- 
form, his family and his country 
by refusing to drink intoxicating 
liquors, by declining to gamble, and 


| ditions to “get 


; by refusing to be led into any of the 
other soul-and-body-destroying dis- 
sipations that surround life in camp, 
garrison, or adjacent town or city. 
Let the soldier remember that “the 
bravest are the tenderest, the loving 
are the daring,” and that the first call 
of duty is to be simply a man. 

While the prospect for a protracted 
war is remote, no man can even guess 
when its actual end will come; there- 
fore as “war -is opportunity,” the 
young men now going out into the 
field for their country may have op- 
portunities for distinction of which 
they now little dream. Let them re- 
member that in 1861 the man who is 
now the President of the United 
States .was a private soldier, and that 
there is little doubt that the discf- 
pline and training gained in the field 
wes the foundation of his futyre suc- 
cess. Out of the ranks that march 
along the bannered streets of Los An- 
geles this morning there may de- 
velope a Miles, a Sheridan, a “Black 
Jack” Logan, or a McKinley. Young 
soldiers! “Keep this idea 
in view! Let no stain come upon 
the flag you follow, and let no blot 
be set against your names upon ths 
roster of your command. 

And so, au reroir, gallant Seventh! 
—may the skies be ever soft above 
you; may you always go in to win, 
and may you all come back to us 
proudly bearing the beautiful ensign 
of our country with all its present 
glory enhanced a hundredfold. God 
bless you, every one!:

attention of our people to the fact, 
and to advise that we be careful not 
to do any injustice to the people 
among us who are of Spanish descent. 

Because a man speaks the Spanish 
language or has an ancestry of that 
race, it is no sign whatever that he 
is not a loyal and patriotic American 
citizen. The people of this lineage in 
California have, the most of them, 
never known any other government 
than that of Uncle Sam, apd. they 
have just as much reason to revere 
our flag and institutions as any other 
people native to the soil. We should 
respect them as we do any other citi- 
zens, and any insults cast at them. as 
a people, should be resented and 
punished vigorously, for we cannot 
afford to be unjust to any citizen of 
the republic, no matter from what 
race he springs, 

An intelligent and careful discrimi- 
nation is what is required at this 
time—a _ discrimination which shall 
single out the particular individuals, 
of whatever class or nationality, who 
may be guilty of disloyal words or 
acts; and, when found, let just pun- 
ishment be meted out to them. But 
to blindly suspect and denounce 
whole classes or nationalities is 
senseless and grossly unjust. 

In such times as these, vindictive 
people who have private grievances 
against their Spanish neighbors are 
likely to take advantage of the con- 
even” by making 
charges of disloyalty and by creating 
stories of treasonable acts perpetrated 
by Spanish-Americans. All such re- 
ports should be taken with a good 
many grains of allowance, and the 
good American citizen will not be in 
haste to believe every cock-and-bull 
story that may be set galloping over 
the country wearing seven-league 
boots. 

There is no reason why the Span- 
ish-American should not be just as 
resolute in his loyalty as a German- 
American, an Irish-American, or. the 
American of any other alien race, 
and every man and woman of that 
race should be held innocent of any 
word or act of disloyalty until proven 
guilty beyond question. This is but 
fair and manly and right. We can- 
not afford to be otherwise to any of 
our citizens.

MOKE ENGLISH SENTIMENT. 

We have taken more than one 
occasion to print in Tne TIMES ex- 
pressions from the press of Great 
Britain demonstrating the general 
sentiment of that people toward us in 
the present crisis. and we are sure 
that further comments on the situa- 
tion from that quarter will be read 
with interest. 

Following is an editorial extract 
from the London Chronicle of April 
18: 

“We are quite satisfied with at least 
one aspect of the American crisis. 
Whatever happens, Great Britain 
has, and will have, no part or lot in 
the anti-American attitude of the 
European powers. Anti-Americanism 
is today disavowed in, we belleve, ev- 
ery London, newspaper. The theme 
is repeated in different keys by. the 
entire London press. Even the Times 
has found it necessary to change its 
note. That, for the present is enough. 
That the rest of the powers were 
hoping to use us as a cat’s-paw in 
the matter of Cuba, as they used us 
in the matter of Crete, is clear from 
the news which comes from Berlin 
and Vienna, the twin centers of anti- 
Americanism in Europe. All such 
ideas are blown to the winds today. 
Nor, so far as any unfriendly action 
is concerned, have we any fear of a 
government which includes 
Salisbury and Mr. Chamberlain. 
Whatever diplomatic course may be 
taken, it will, we are convinced, be 
on the side of America. The ques- 
tion is whether we shail make ovr 
sympathies effectually felt. So far 
as the coaling ‘of American ships’ in 
West Indian waters. is concerned, we 
can certainly do so; and if Spain 
imagines that we.are going to allow 
her the right of search, or to stand 
an attempt to prolong the war by 
privateering, at America’s (and our) 
In 
our view, the most obvicus, the nrost 
merciful, and the safest policy, look- 
ing both to the ties between Eng- 
land and America and to our own 
vast trade interests in the Atlantic, 
is to make war as difficult for Spain 
as it can be made, and to give her 
notice beforehand that these will he 
the main lines of our. action. If a 
prolonged confiict ensues, it will be 
almost as hurtful to us as_ to the 
States. For any friend of peace—we 
will not speak of friends of human- 
ity, for freedom and progress are out 
of fashion today—to discourage 
America and to encourage Spain is 
about as fatuous a course as it is pos- 
sible to conceive.” 


At the time of this issue of our 


world was full of gossip to the effect 
that a naval demonstration against 
us in the interest of Spain was pos- 
sible, and the following extract from 
a letter to the newspaper mentioned 
above will give a clear idea of the 
way the English citizen felt about it. 
This is from a letter to the editor, 
which says: 


“I find it almost impossible to be- 
lieve, even on the authority of your 
Woeshington correspondent, that the 
‘European concert’ can be so insane 
as to contemplate the bare possibility 
of a naval demonstration against the 
United States in the -interests of 
Spain. I at once admit that it would 
be quite consistent for the friends of 
the Great Assassin to patronize his 
Spanish rival, but wickedness must 
have become blindness itself before 
they attempt to bully the great repub- 
lic of the West. Be that as it may, 
I devoutly hope you and all other 
friends of the human race will seize 
every possible opportunity, at this 
eventful hour, to manifest to our 
kinsmen beyond the Atlantic our in- 
tense and passionate sympathy with 
them in the holy enterprise to which 
they have so courageously committed. 
themselves, 


“For more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury I have been one of the most 
strenuous advocates of the’ substitu- 
tion of arbitration for the brutality 
of war, but if ever, unde: an, circun.- 
stences in the whole course of human 
history, the use of force is legitimate. 
it is when our kinsmen in America, 
to their eternal honor, have rezolved 
‘that at all cost Spanish deviltry shall 
cease in Cuba. If we had an Oliver 
Cromwell among us_ today, England 
would say ‘Amen’ to America, and 
not a drop of human blood would be 
shed. But if there is the least at- 
tempt on the part of the patrons of 
the Sultan to extend their protec- 
tion to Spain, then (as the Spectator 
said a week ago,) within less than 
twenty-four hours the Union Jack 
would combine with the Stars and 
Stripes and—we may be devoutly 
sure—with the angry tempests of Cod, 
to dispose of any modern Spanish 
urmada that threatened the liberties 
and the hopes of mankind.” : 


Such strong and telling words as 
these are quite as gratifying to Amier- 
icans as would be the dispatch of a 
British fleet against the Spanish ar- 
mada, We may be sure that England 
is with us, and that every cheer given 
for a Yankee victory by cur own 
people is echoed by our vyaliant 
brethren beyond the sea.

TREASON I8 ODIOUS. 

The dastardly curs who have been 
engaged in tearing down and tramp- 
ling upon the Stars and Stripes,. in 
some of the residence sections of 1.08 
Angeles, deserve to be dealt with, if 
caught, with the utmost severity. If 
they dare to continue their treason- 
able vandalism they will certainly be 
caught; and they will be lucky in- 
deed if they escape without serious 
injury to their worthless carcases be- 
fore they are taken into custody by 
the officers of the law. 

Treason is odious. An attack upon 
the American flag is an act of trea- 
son. It is in effect an act of war, and 
every loyal citizen is justified in re- 
garding it as such. The man who 
assaults the flag is a public enemy. 
In a time like this he is to be re- 
garded with suspicion as well as, with 
detestation. An assault upon the 
flag is not merely an act of vandal- 
ism; it is a graver crime, and ¢ce- 
serves summary and severe punish- 
ment. Such assaults cannot and will 
not be tolerated in this loyal and pa- 
triotic community. 

It may as well be understood, here 
and now, that the man who _ tears 
down an American flag in Los Ange- 
les does so at his peril, and forfeits 
the right to live in peace and safety 
in this community. Under ordinary 
circumstances no citizen is justified 
in taking the law into his own hands. 
To the law properly belongs the pun- 
ishment of, wrong-doers. But present 
circumstances are exceptional. The 
United States is at war with a for- 
eign power.- Those who are not fcr 
us. are against us. The man whose 
hate fow the flag is so great as to 
lead him to tear it down and trample 
upon it, would not hesitate to lend 
aid and comfort to the enemy upon 
occasion. He is a public enemy, and 
deserves to be regarded and treated 
as such. 

The good sense and the patriotism 
of our citizens may safely be trusted 
to prompt, them to do the right thing, 
if circumstances arise under which 
their duty as citizens requires them 
to protect from insult the flag we 
love. It is needless to go into de- 
tails as to the duties of citizens. The 
patriotic impulses of each citizen 
will teach him his duty. But it may 
not be amiss to say that every house- 
holder should be prepared to defend 
the flag against assaults by treason- 
able vandals, and should’ unhesitat- 
ingly employ such means of defense 
as may be necessary, in an emer- 
gency. 

To tear down and trample upon an 
American flag is a dangerous piece 
of work at any time. It should be 
made extra-hazardous by the  vigil- 
ance of loyal citizens at the present 
time.

ASSEMBLING OF \ rae FIRST 
CUBAN CON 8. 


The Autonomous Government For- 
mally Launched Upon Its Neces- 
sarily Brief Career. 


FORCED ATTEMPTS AT GAYETY. 


EVERY EFFORT MADE TO MAKE 1T 
A BRILLIANT OCCASION. 


Blanco Pats on His Gaudy Uniform 
and Heada the Procession—Dep- 
uties Sworn Always to 
Defend Spain. 


(Copyright, 1898, by the Associated Press.) 

HAVANA, May 4.—[Delayed in trans- 
mission. ] With = great 
the opening of the first Cuban Congress 
under the autonomous government was 
formally accomplished today by Gen. 
Blanco. Every effort was made by 
the Spanish officials to give brilliancy 
to the occasion. There was a proces~- 
sion, an imposing military display, the 
streets were decorated with flags and 
banners, and the captain-general made 
what was intended to be an impressive 
speech, in the course of which he said 
that if the declarations of the United 
States had been sincere, its guns today 
ought to be saluting the first Cuban 
parliament, instead of threatening the 
lives of its members. 

The volunteers, at 12:30 p.m., were 
drawn up on both sides of the streets 
leading from the palace to the Hall 
of Congress, 
formerly known as the Casino Espafiol. 
From the time the autonomist govern- 
ment was established, the Casino has 
been devoted to its purpose. 

At 2 p.m., a’ salute of fifteen guns 

from the Cabanas battery announced 
the departire of the captain-general 
from the palace. First came a detach- 
ment of cavalry, and then, in a lan- 
dau, were Gen. Parrado, the military 
commander of’Havana; Gen. Solano, 
chief of staff, and two adjutants, after 
which was a carriage in which were 
seated Capt.-Gen. Blanco, Gen. Pando, 
the commander of the Spanish forces 
in the field; Dr. Congosto, secretary- 
general of the government, and Gen. 
Blanco’s adjutant. 
‘Following the captain-general’s car- 
riage were meny officers on horseback, 
and after them came a detachment of 
the civil guard. <A force of cavalry 
wound up the procession, which passed 
through Tobispo street, to the Parque 
Isabella Catolica, to the Dragones 
thoroughfare and to the Hall of Con- 
gress. 

At the hall, the members of the 
autonomist government were awaiting 
the captain-general, and on his ar- 
rival there at 2:15 o’clock, another 
salute of fifteen guns was fired from 
the fortress. ; 

Assembled in the hall, in addition 
to members of the Congress, the 
colonial secretaries, etc., were Ad- 
miral Manterola, Gen. Losado, the civil 
and military authorities, the bishop, 
i ae foreign consuls, and the comman- 
ders and the officers of the’ British 
cruiser Talbot, and the French cruiser 
Fulton, both of whom are in port, 
Besides the officers and officials there 
were present mary representatives of 
the Spanish nobility, the leading poll- 
ticians of Havana, and the representa- 
tives of the local and some of the for- 
eign newspapers. There were also 
many ladies present. 

The captain-genera received 
with the greatest respect as he entered 
the hal, which was finely decorated. 
In the center of the hall, on a platform, 
was a big Presidential table, under a 
canopy, and right and left of it were 
portraits cf the little King of Spain and 
his mother, the Queen Regent. 

Gen. Blanco took up a position behind 
this table. At his right were the mem- 
bers of the colonial government and the 
Secretary-General of Cuba. On his left 
stood Gens. Parrado, Pando and Solano. 
When all the participants in the cere- 
mony were. in their places, the captain- 
general saluted in military fashion and 
read his message to the Congress. . 

When he had finished reading his 
message, Capt.-Gen. Blanco shouted: 
“Viva Espafia!”’ which cheer was re- 
sponded to with considerable vigor. The 
captain-general then declared the Cu- 
ban Congress open and administered 
the oath to the Deputies. He asked 
all of them if they swore to always de- 
fend Spain, and was answered with a 
spontaneous ‘‘Yes.”’ 

At the palace the captain-general, 
on a balcony, witnessed a march past 


of the troops. The captain-general was 


cheered all the way to and from the 
Hall of Congress and from the bal- 
conies ladies threw flowers upon the 
procession. 

The members of the Cuban Congress, 
previous to the formal opening of that 
body, held a meeting for the purpose of 
organizing. Dr. José de Cuto presided. 
Thirty-seven Deputies, of whom ten are 
Conservatives, presented to the Secre- 
tary of Justice, Sefior Govin, their cer- 
tificates of election.

ANNEXATION OF HAWAIL. 


NO OFFICIAL OCONFIRMATION OF 
* WR. DOLE’S OFFER AS YET. 


Minister Hatch Would Be Pleased to 
Hear of It—House Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee Has the Ques- 
tion Under Consideration, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


WASHINGTON, May 5.—Mr. Hatch, 
the Hawdiian Ministcr, was among the 
callers on Assistant Secretary of State 
Gridler, who received the diplomatic 
visitors today, in the absence of As- 
sistant Secretaries Moore and Adee. 

Mr. Hatch has so far heard nothing 
from Honolulu in confirmation of the 
press dispatches of yesterday relating 
to the transfer of the Hawaiian Islaudas 
to the United States. It was plain to 
be seen, however, that the Minister 
would be very much gratified to re- 
ceive an official confirmation, but, in 
his opinion, any negotiations of the 
character described would be concluded 
directly between President Dole and 
United States Minister Sewall at Hono- 
lulu. and the latter would be expected 
to communicate with his government 
on this subject. 

NEWLANDS’S RESOLUTION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—The Ha- 
waiian question came up before the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs 
today. There was a strong majority 
favoring annexation. The _ resolution 
introduced by Representative Newlands 
of Nevada was considered in detail. 

Chairman Hitt made a forcible pre- 
sentation to the committee of+the rea- 
sons for favorable action at this time, 
in view of the necessities existing for 
the use of that island in our war 
preparations. 

Representative William Alden Smith 
of Michigan, a member of the sub- 
committee, presented a number of sub- 
stantial reasons for prompt action, 
characterizing the past action of the 
government in regard to the island 
ownership in the West Indies, and in 
the Pacific near the isthmus, as “short- 
sighted and unwise.” He urged imme- 
diate action, and advocated a prompt 
favorable report. 

Representative Clark of Missouri 
(Dem.) suggested that there were 
many difficulties involved in the an-

what he asserted to be a departure 
from our historical position regarding 
See ownership outside the conti- 
nent. 

Representative Newlands urged 
many advantages to be gained by own- 
ership of the islands in the Pacific.

Rather Mixed, but the Identifi- 
cation Sufficed—Miss Gertrude 
Merli also Held in One Hundred 
Dollars Cash Bail. 


The examination of Morris Aschner, 
the little “‘tin-horn,” and Miss Ger- 
trude Merli, on the charge of forging 
the name of Edna Cohn, was held be- 
fore Justice Owens yesterday. No new 
facts were elicited, but Miss Brelsford, 
the cashier:at Jevne’s; J. Jevne, R. 
Lawless, a clerk in the store; J. Al- 
son, one of the paying tellers at the 
Farmers’ and Merchants’ Bank, and 
Detectives Hawley and Auble all tes- 
tified to the particulars which have al- 
ready. been fully set forth. 

The interest in the case centered al- 
together in the defense that might be 
set up. The mysterious disappearance 
from the city of Edna Cohn, the colored 
prostitute, whose name was forged, 
handicapped the prosecution seriously, 
and afforded an opportunity to the de- 
fense to raise a fight on technical in- 
terpretations of law. Previous to that 
being done in argument, however, 
Mme. Ruth Boulanger, who keeps the 
bagnio on Alameda street, was put 
upon the stand for the defense. 

She stated that when the detectives 
came to her house they addressed her 
as Edna until she undeceived them, 
and said the only girl named Edna in 
the house was one whose name was 
Edna. Nannette. The girl came out 
and spoke to the officers, and they 
asked her if she had lost a check. She 
hesitated, so the witness said, and 
didn’t want to answer, for the reason, 
as she afterward explained, that she 
= think it was any of their busi- 

The officers began to whisper to- 
eet er, and such impolite behavior so 
shocked the witness that she left the 


room. 

In ‘rebutting this smoothly-made 
statement, Officer Hawley said that he 
had known Ruth Boulanger for nearly 
five years, and was under no impres- 
sion whatever that her me was other 
than it is. He w also well ac- 
quainted with Edna Cohn, and on the 
night he called at the house the madam 
took witnes and Officer Auble into a 
room where the girls were playing 
cards, and Edna Cohn, when she 
learned that the visitors wanted , to 
question her, came and sat down with 
them, the madam also remaining and 
listening to the conversation. 

In arguing the case the defense con- 
tended that the prosecution had to 
prove not only that the signature made 
by Miss Merli was not her’s, but that 
the defendants had not been author- 
ized to sign the name of Edna Cohn. 
Furthermore, that a person has no 
authority to, and cannot, change her 
name save by marriage or order of 
court, and as the name of Edna Cohn 
was a fictitioys name, taken by a gir 
whose true name was dha Nannette, 
it was urged that the signing of the 
fictitious name, éven if without author- 
ity, was not a forgery within the mean- 
ing of the law. 

Justice Owens viewed the matter dif- 
ferently, and held that the means 


j adopted to cash the certificate of de- 


posit at Jevne’s, the identification by 
Morris Aschner of Miss Merli as Edna 
Cohn, and his indorsing the certificate 
with a false name and address all went 
to show that he had not been author- 
ized to cash it.

TO THE FRONT. 


Eater Erthusiasm Prevails Among 
the Seventh Regiment Boys. 

Los Angeles will this morning respond 
to the call of the President fer troops. 
She has been ready, willing and anxious 
to to respond ever since the call was 
made, and if the quota from this city 
had been ten times what it is, there 
would have been more difficulty in se- 
lecting men to go than in securing a 
sufficient number of men who were 
willing to respond. The entire Seventh 
Regiment leaves this morning for San 
Francisco to enter the military service 
of the United States. That service may

take them across the ocean, and the 
men hope it will, It may mean that 
they are to be gone from home, possi- 
bly for years. It may mean that h.any 
of them will never return, and again it 
may mean that they are to simply man 
the defenses of this Coast, but whatever 
it means the regiment goes willingly, 
enthusiastically, nearly 1100 strong. 

This is today’s programme, briefly 
stated: Assembly ef companies at the 
Armory at 9 a.m. for final inspection 
and the publication of orders; two flag 
presentations at the Armory at 9:30, one 
from the Daughters of the Revolution 
and the other from a source which has 
not been made public to the members 
of the regiment: assembly of battalions 
at 9:45 o'clock; departure from the Ar- 
mory promptly at 10 o'clock; march 
to river station from the Armory, cast 
to Main street, north on Main to* Ala- 
meda street, thence to San Fernando 
street and north to the depot. At ll 
o'clock or as soon thereafter as possible, 
some delay in getting train orders be- 
ing considered probable, the first sec- 
tion of the military train will start for 
the north. At intervals of ten minutes 
the other sections will leave. There will 
be no long wait at the depot, if the rail- 
road company can avoid it, and it is 
probable that by 11:20 o'clock the entire 
regiment will have departed. 

The men will move in heavy march- 
ing crder and will carry one day’s ra- 
tions in their haversacks, for no meals 
will be served en route. They will ar- 
rive in San Francisco tomorrow morn- 
ing at 9:30 o'clock, for their trains will 
be given the right of the road over ev- 
erything, and will be rushed through as 
fast as.possible. Just what will be 
done after they arrive at San Fran- 
cisco even the officers do not know, 
but they will probably be taken at once 
to the Presidio, where they will be en- 
camped until such a time as the gov- 
ernment orders them elsewhere. 

A Kipling, versed though he be in 
matters military, would find it difficult 
to describe the scenes at the Armory 
yesterday. After the receipt of the 
orders to move, the night before, there 
was not a minute that the Armory 
did not contain a sufficient number of 
members of the regiment to have 
filled a company. There was wWork. 
hard work, to be done, and the offi- 
cers, assisted by their men, went at it 
in as systematic a manner as possible. 
The company commanders had to make 
out their new muster rolls end their 
jimventories of State property, and this 
required time and labor. A still more 
difficult task for them was to select 
from among the more than one hundred 
men to each company, the eighty-nine 
men who were to go. The first orders 
had been to recruit up to the full war 
Strength, and when the orders came 
to take only eighty-nine men. there 
Was a scramble to get into that num-

and, whereas, in response to this de- 
mand the various. companies of the 
State militia, stationed in this city and 
throughout Southern California, com- 
posing the Seventh Regiment, will em- 
bark fer the recruiting station tomor- 
row, Friday morning, at 11 o'clock; now

ORCHARD, RANCHO AND STOCKYARD. 


Crops and Markets. 
HE unexpected rain which came 
on Saturday and Sunday last 
was quite general throughout 
Southern California. 

The rain came too late to help the 
grain and hay crops, which were gen- 
erally too far gone to derive benefit 
from the moisture, except in a few 
localities, where the prospect was ma- 
terially brightened. Alfalfa, corn and 


all root crops were benefited; vegeta- 


tion ‘was generally freshened, and pas- 
ture greatly improved. The rain was 
of inestimable value in supplementing 
the water supply. The mountain 
gtreams are running full, and will fur- 
nish the water necessary for present 
use. 
W. H. Holabird, who has just re- 
turned from a two days’ trip through 
the Perris and Winchester sections of 
Riverside county, was agreeably sur- 
prised to find that the crop outlook 
down there is not nearly nese ee 
ed. He es a 
section there will be 
about a third of a crop. William New- 
port, who has a big grain ranch of 
7000 acres, i9 arranging to buy headers. 
‘The question as to the effect of the 
rain on the sugar beets in Southern 
California is a most important one. 
So far as can be learned at this time, 
the effect of the rain will be highly 
beneficial to much of: the beet crop 
already planted, @ considerable quan- 
tity of which would not have matured 
without this rain. The rain will also 
make possible the planting of a some- 


what larger* acreage of beets than is 


now in the ground. Fortunately, this 
rain was not followed by @ high wind, 
blowing the moisture out of the ground, 
as has been the case after almost ail 
other previous rains this season. 

The eastern orange market is hold- 
ing its own fairly well, considering the 
condition of the fruit and the ‘con- 


*tinually heavy arrivals from Califor- 


nia. Nearly everything shows decay, 


* much of it showing a considerable per- 


centage. This is usually the case with 
shipments during the period of bloom- 
ing. Fancy Navels are bringing from 
$2.75 to $3, about the latter figure gen- 
erally prevailing where the stock is 
sound and firm. For the past week 
nearly everything, especially navels, 
has gone under ice. It may, there- 
fore, be expected that these will ar- 
rive im. sound condition and show good 

There has been a decline in seedlings, 
and the probability of a further de-' 
cline; as the. shipments have been ex- 
tremely heavy and continue-so. Fancy 
seedlings are-bringing-from $1.60 to 
$1.85 in the various markets. 

California lemons show an improve- 
ment, fancies of desirable sizes bring- 
ing $1.50 to $1.75 f.o.b. It is reasonable 
to expect a further advance, as the 
weather grows warmer in the East. 

In regard to the cost of marketing 
oranges, the San Diego Union recently 
quoted with approval the following ex- 
tract from a paper on marketing, read 
at the Los Angeles Fruit-Growers’ Con- 
vention: 

“Our products at present leaving the 
orchards go: First, into the hands of 
packers and graders; second, then to 
n brokers and commissio a 
fourth, then the jobbers: fifth, then 
the wholesale grocer; sixth, the retailer 
comes next; seventh, and the con- 
To filustrate: se of all this handling.

consumer. When oranges are very 
cheap, the greater part in large cities 
are probably 30ld by peddlers. The 
wholesale grocer does not handle them 
but does handle dried fruits, ‘Job- 
ber’ is but another name ‘for wholesale 
merchant. There are, ‘therefore, .but 
three, or at most four parties between 
the orchard 4nd the eastern iconsumer 
all of. which perform services essen-- 
tion to distribution, which cannot pbé 
dispensed with by codperative or any 
other means. Codperative societies per. 
form the same services that are ren- 
dered by competitive agencies.. The ar- 
gument for codperation is, not - that 
work can be saved, but that growers. 
can do tt more to their satisfaction 
than they can. hire. jt done, and the 
whole queston depends on whether, ‘as 
a matter of fact, they can do so. In 
some cases they can, and-in some cases 
‘they cannot. It depends on the caliber 
of the managers and the character of 
those for whom they are managing. 
“Finally, when oranges net the 
grower only 30 cents a box in the or- 
, they do not sell at retail at 30 
cénts. a dozen anywhere in America 
except at stands supplying the extrava- 
gant trade. These pay high rents, lose 
many debts and charge high prices. 
The masses get thetr fruit elsewhere. 
Oranges yielding the grower 30 cents 
a box would sell at an eastern auc- 
tion at about $1.90, or 12 cents a dozen, 
and will be largely sold to peddlers, 
who are satisfied with making $3 a 
day with man, horse and cart, and by 
reason of competition among them- 
selves are uneble to make more and 
often make less. A profit of 5 ecnts 
a dozen on six.boxes will pay that, 
which is about what is done, the fruit 
selling from the carts at from 15 to 18 
cents a dozen.” : ‘ 
Referring to the marketing of or- 
anges that have been damaged hy 
frost, a prominent Los Angeles dealer 
recently expressed his opinion that the 
best thing to do in such cases és .to 
rush the frosted fruit through as 
quickly as possible, and that when 
is done the oranges will not show any 
camage when they arrive at their des- 
tination. This may be true, as far as 
the wholesale dealer in the Bast is 
concerned, but how will it be when the 
fruit remains for some time in_ the 
hands of the retail dealer? When he 
finds that he has a lot of frozen fruit 
on hand, he is not likely to become 


much of a boomer of California or- 
anges, nor is the consumer who hap- 
pens to purchase them. 

The local market has been steady 
during the week, for almost a lines 
of produce, especially flour, feedstuffs, 
beans and live stock. Dried fruits are 
quoted at prices which are more or 
less nominal, stocks in first hands be- 
ing nearly exhausted. Other fruits are 
becoming plentiful, especially straw-~ 
berries, which are retailing at prices 
from 5 to 15 cents per pound box. 


POULTRY, 
N THE farm department of last 
week’s Times the following com- 
munication was republished from 
the agricultural department of the San 
Francisco Chronicle, giving an asserted 
successful method ond preserving eggs. 


The agricultural or of the Chron- 
icle Stated that(/the writer desired to 
withhold her name: 

“Editor Chronicle: This is the first 
time I ever wrote to a newspaper, but 
perhaps I can aid some person by my 
experience. I have been preserving 
eggs since 1894, on a small scale, of 
course. I only had $4 to start with, but 
people are glad to get a little money 
on any scale these days. Last sum- 
mer I preserved ten whisky barrels full 
of eggs, and they held 1500 dozen and 
cost 6% cents a dozen, or $)*.50 
for the lot, The preservatives cost 
$13.30; total, $111. I sold them in De- 
cember at our home stores for 18 cents 
a dozen; total, $270—made with the $4 I 
started with in 1894. This is my re- 
ceipt: Take thirty-six gallons’ of 
water, add six pounds of salt, fvur 
ounces of per algretta; dissolve the 
per algretta in two gallons of boiling 
water, making thirty-eight gallons in 
all. This will preserve two barrels 
(thirty dozen eggs.) Put nineteen gal- 
lons of the liquor in each barrel, and 
add the eggs as you get them in, and 
let them stay covered with the solution 
till you are ready to sell them. Tell 
your druggist you want powdered per 
algretta; it dissolves best. Next year I 
will invest my $270 in eggs, and by -ell- 
ing and investing it all for two years I 
will have over $1500. With that capi- 
tal I can clear over $2000 a year. Now, 
Mr. Editor, why can’t any one do weil 
at this business anywhere, as eggs ere 
used everywhere, and are. much higher 
in winter than in summer? I hope 
many of your readers will try this on 
a small scale and let us hear through 
your valuable paper. the results cf 
their experiments. I know they will 
succeed, because you cannot tell eggs 
preserved in this way ergs. 


“Stockton, April 15, 1898.” 

It will be noted that this letter is 
written from Stockton. A few days. 
ago The Times received an exact dupli- 
cate of this communication, including 
the statement: “This is the first time I 
ever wrote to a newspaper.” It was 
signed “Mrs. J. W. Whitt,” and dated 
Redwood, Cal. In the letter to the 
Chronicle the correspondent asked that 
her name should not be mentioned, In 
the letter to The Times she says, 
“Please do not publish my address.” 

Inquiry at one of the leading drug 
stores of Los Angeles elicited the in- 
formation’*that no such substance Is 
known to druggists as “per algretta.” 
It is evident that this is a fake, some- 
what similar to that which was works-cd 
in the same way several years ago by 
a& woman, who wrote from various 
points of the compass to agricultural 
papers all over the country, descrioing 
a wonderful compound which would 
enable dairymen and farmers to ol- 
tain a greatly increased amount cf but- 
ter from milk. In that case, also, it 
was a compound which could only be 
obtained at a certain place. Probably, 
if the papers do not expose this egg- 
preserving scheme, information wiil be 
given out before long that if the “per 
algretta” cannot be obtained at the 
drug store, it may be had at some Ff:€- 
cific place. 

This is something like the fake 
scheme which has been worked ‘or s0 
long, and is still being worked, 
through the newspapers, where a ‘‘re- 
tired missionary,” who ‘ived half a 
century, more ‘or less, in India, dis- 
covered a wonderful cure for certain 
forms of sickness, the recipe of which 
he is willing to send free to any one 
who writes for it. The recipe proves, 
to be a compound which can oniy be 
obtained from a confederate, and at a 
high price. . 

Papers which have published this 
egg-preserving scherhe should at crce 
caution their readers against it, cr 
otherwise many poor women, Who are 
striving to make a little money out of 
poultry, might find themselves in- 
volved in serious loss. 


JOHN JUDSON 
Fe San Pasqual; had an article in 

the Rural Californian for April on 
dairying in San: Diego county. Mr. 
Judson is. well capacitated,to write on 
this subject, having’ come tto the State 
in ’52, and having been engaged in 
dairying in Sonoma county for, nineteen 
years before coming, in 1875, to South- 
ern California, where he has been en- 
gaged in the same business for twenty- 
three years. Mr. Judson says: 

“T might say here that with but two 
or three exceptions dairying, from a 
financial standpoint, has proved an en- 
tire failure until within the last eight 


or ten years. Among the many rea- 


sons for this, the primary ones: are, 


‘first, the uniform high temperature of 


our climate during a large portion of 
our dairy season; second, lack of na- 
tive grasses, and the short seasons of 
the same. 

“The conditions surrounding the 
dairyman here are different from al- 
most every point of view from what 
they are in the northern portion of 
this State, and in other dairy regions. 
For this reason we have had to learn 
everything by experience, which is al- 
ways a slow process. But I think to a 
great extent,-in one way or another, 
twe have overcome the obstacles that 
have hitherto beset our way, and by 
profiting by past experience and prop- 
erly using the means placed in our 
hands at the. present time, we may 
look upon dairying as being one of the 
prosperous industries in many locali- 
ties of our county. 

“Dairying is necessarily a very con- 
fining business, and unless it can be 
made to pay, very few would be in- 
clined to engage in it. The question 
then arises,.can it he made both pleas- 
ant and profitable? I think it can. 
The hapiness of civilized man is pro- 
moted to such an extent by the prod- 
uct of the bovine species, and they have 
come to be so necessary to our health 
and well-being, that our associations 
with them have been very close and 
pleasant. 

“Profit being one of the main factors 
of enjoyment from our dairy, the ques- 
tion will then naturally arise, what 
breed and what feed will bring about 
this result? Taking into consideration 
quéstions that. surround us, I 
think I can safely say that .the expe- 
rience of-every successful dairyman in 
this county points to the faet that to 
overcome the great obstacle of high 
temperature in the manufacture of 
dairy products, it ts absolutely neces- 
sary to have a very liberal infusion of 
Jersey biood in-our dairy herds. It is 
a well-established fact that no other 


i 


breed of dairy cows produce as hard or 


firm butter as the Jerseys, for the rea-. 


son that no other breed of dairy cows 
have so large a proportion of the stear- 
ine qualities (which is the hardening 
principle in all fats) in the butter fat 
of their milk. 

“One or two experiments does not 
prove a fact, but I have investigated 
this subject so thoroughly by compar- 
ing notes with other dairymen and 
breeders, that I am fully convinced 
that it is impossible to make butter 
dairying a success in this county with- 
out there is a large percentage of Jer- 
sey blood in the dairy herd; unless the 
dairyman goes to the expense of run- 
ning a refrigerator, or using a_ large 
amount of ice. I could cite a great 
many instances in this county to prove 
the superior shipping qualities of the 
Jersey butter over that of any other 
breed. 

“As to the feeding problem, I will 
leave that to be discussed by those 
that are better posted, at least from a 
scientific standpoint, than I am. Suf- 
fice it to say, that we can grow field 
stuff that makes us. independent of the 
native grasses, and which are much 
more profitable. 

“One very important point that I 
would urge upon the dairyman is to 
weed out the poor cows—keep none 
but the best, and see that they are 
éxtra good. It costs no more to feed 
a cow that will produce 300 pounds of 
butter a year, than one that will make 
but 150 pounds. The extra 150 pounds 
is all wrofit. Send; the poor cow to 
the butcher. 

“Since the advent of the separator, 
the butter-fat tester and other dairy 
appliances, there is no reason why 
dairying should not be made to pay in 
many localities where hitherto it 
proved a failure. It appears that in 
the past fifteen years there has been 
greater advancement made in dairying 
than in alt time past. This has been 
accomplished by the wonderful inven- 
tions and improvements in dairy ma- 
chinery. Through the researches and 
experiments of our university experi- 
ment stations, and by the interchange 
of ideas and experience through the 
columns of our various agricultural and 
dairying publications, I am often as- 


tonished at the rapid advancement of |'

DEATHS DURING APRIL. 
What the Health Department Mor- 
tality Report Shows. 

Chief Clerk M. S. Reed of the city 
health department, has completed the 
tabulated report of mortality in this 
city for the month of April. The total 
number of deaths was 158, divided as ; 
follows: Specific infectious diseases, 
23: diseases of the digestive system, 9; 
diseases of the respiratory system, 56; 
diseases of the nervous system, 28; 
dieases of the circulatory system, 
ilood and ductless glands, 15; diseases 
of the genito-urinary organs, 10; in- 
toxications, violence and accidents, 11; 
miscellaneous diseases, 13. 

Of the 158 deaths reported, 30 were 
natives of the city, and 10 of the three 
Pacific Coast States outside of Los An- 
gcles city. leaving 118 from. other 
parts. Of the 158 deaths, 112 had lived 
here less than ten years, and 40 of 
the 112 hed lived here less than one 
vear, and. 31 of the 40 had lived here 
less than three months. There were 
26 deaths from pulmonary consumption, 
divided as follovs: Natives of Los An- 
geies, 3: natives of the Pacific Coast, 
outside of Los Angeles, 7; from other 
parts, 16; of the 26 deaths 18 had lived 
here less than 10 years, and 1] of the 
18 had lived here less than 1 vear. One 
death wes from leprosy, the victim of 
the disease being a, native of  Ger- 
many. He had been affitcted with the 
disease for more than twelve years 
and came tp Los Angeles to die, 

The number of births recorded since 
the last report was 131, of which 78 
were males and 53 females. 
Twenty-two cases of diphtheria yere 
reported, and three deaths resulted 
from that disease. Nine eases and 
four deaths were recorded for typhoid 
fever. Out of 23 cases of scarlet fever 
there were no deaths.

The value 
of land to be taken, the damage done 
to improvements on that land and all 
expenses have been estimated by the 
cammission at $5711.45. An assessment 
is made against the property in the 
district fixed hy the Council and that 
amount is prorated among the prop- 
erty-owners.

Maj. W. C. Furrey has petitioned 
the Council to order the extension of 
the Eighth-street sewer, the contract 
and bond for the work being on file in 
the office of the City Engineer.

FOUND THEM GUILTY. 


JURY IN THE HILTON MURDER 
CASE REACHES A VERDICT. 


Cardwell and Harris Found Guilty 
of Manslaughter, but Recom- 
mended to the Mercy of the 
Court—Virs. Buser Adjudged Sane. 


The case of George Cardwell and 
Isaac Harris, who have been on trial 
since last Monday in Department One 
of the Superior Court on the charge of 
murdering J. W. Hilton, went to the 
jury at 4:30 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, At 10 o'clock last night the jury 
brought in a verdict of guilty of man- 
slaughter, recommending the defend- 
ants to the mercy of the court. 

The case was ably argued yesterday 
by both the attorneys for the prosecu- 
tion and the defense. Asst. Dist.-Atty. ° 
Williams represented the people, and 
Frank F. Davis and R. A. Ling repre- 
sented Cardwell and Harris Mr. Wil- 
liams tock the position, at the opening 
of his argument, that a person pos- 
sesses the same _ right to defend his 
property against trespass as a man 
has to defend his life, and that Hilton, 
therefore, was acting within his lawful 
right when he brought his gun from 
his house and ordered Cardwell and 
Harris, who were trespassing upon his 
place, to go back. Before Mr. Williams 
had proceeded far on this argument 
the court called him up with a round 
turn and told him that he was wrong 
in his premises, and was misquoting 
the law. Mr. Williams was inclined to 
argue the point with the court, but 
Judge Smith shut him off and would 
not hear any contradiction of his state- 
ment of the law. 

Mr. Davis for the defense laid par- 
ticular stress upon the fact that Hil- 
ton was a “‘squatter’’ on the piece of 
land from which he had attempted to 
repulse the defendants. He argued that 
the land, being government property 
until it was proved up, was not under 
the control of Hilton. and that when 
Cardwell and Harris killed their en- 
emy, when they had reason to believe 
they were about to be attacked, they 
had acted in self-defense. Judge 
Smith, in his instructions to the jury, 
contradicted this proposition. He said 
that a “squatter,”’ or any one claiming 
grovernment land, although he had not 
proved up on it, would have rights in 
its control against those who did not 
have a shadow of a title to the land. 

Judge Smith’s instructions were brief, 
and at the'r conclusion the jury imme- 
diately retired to its deliberations. The 
verdict rendered later in the evening 
was a surprise, as a disagreement had 
been expected. 


MRS. BUSER IS NOT CRAZY. 


She Says Her Husband and Son are 
Trying to Get Her Property. 

The examination of Mrs. Emily Puser 

yesterday on a complaint for insanity 
resulted in her discharge. Mrs. Buser 
was arrested Tuesday at the instance 
of her son, Oscar Buser, who claimed 
that she was crazy. Only a few hours |} 
before the complaint against Mrs. Bu- 
ser was issued, she had sworn out a 
warrant for the arrest of her husband, 
John Buser, on a charge of making 
threats to kill her. 

If the story told by Mrs. Buser yes- 
terday is true, she is: a very much 
wronged woman. She says that she 
owns five acres of land about two miles 
south of University, on which is a little 
dairy, which she says her husband is 
trying to get away from her. She says 
her arrest was made to get her into the 
asylum in the hope that they would get 
possesion of the property. 

Mrs. Buser was married thirty-five 
years ago. Two weeks after her wed- 
ding she says her husband commenced 
a systematic course of abuse, which 
he has continued ever since... The fam- 
ily make their living from the little 
dairy mentioned before, and Mrs. Ruser 
said she dreve the milk wagon herself 
around the route-in the early morning, 
although her husband and her son, who 
is a strapping Lig fellow, are perfex tly 
able to do this work. Her husband is 
intemperate, both in his habits and lan- 
guage. <A large part of the time he 
remains drunk, and he never lets a Sun- 
day go by that he does not go on a 
spree. Last Sunday she says he drove 
her into her room, and when she locked 
the door, he threatned to break in the 
door and kill her. She swore to a 
complaint against him for threatening 
to kill, and Buser’s examination on the 
charge is still pending in Justice 
Young's court. 

Pr. Smith and Dr. Brainerd held the 
examination of Mrs. Buser, and they de- 
clared with some emphasis that there 
was no ground for having her arrested 
on a charge of insanity. Judge Smith 
accordingly ordered her discharge. Mrs. 
Buser’s eldest son, Jchn Buser, was 
present at the examination, and testi- 
fied in behalf of his mother. At the 
close of the examination he said that 
his mother micht live at his home, and 
took her away with him. 


HUNT DISCHARGED. 
District Atteraey Diamiaces the Case 
After Appealing to Supreme Court. 
The complaint against James Hunt, 
charging him with the offense of re- 
sisting an officer, was dismissed yes- 
terday by Judge Smith, on motion of 
the District Attorney. The case came 
up from San Pedro. Hunt was charged 
with resisting Deputy Sheriff C. Shanks, 
who was trying to place him under ar- 
rest for disturbing the peace. A de- 
murrer was filed to the information and 
sustained by Judge Smith on the 
ground that it did not state acts suffi-. 
cient to constitute the offense of re- 
sisting an officer, and that it did not 
state the acts the defendant was com- 
mitting at the time he was alleged to 
have disturbed the peace. The District 
Attorney held that these facts need not 
be stated in the information, and to 
test the question appealed the case to the 
Supreme Court. A decision reversing 
Judge Smith's judgment (was given and 
the case was again put on the calen- 

dar for trial. 

The evidence in the case was said to 
be decidedly weak. Deputy District At- 
torney James said yesterday morning 
that the case was appealed merely to 
test the point on which Judge Smith 
and the District Attorney disagreed in 
regard to the facts necessary to be 
stated in the information. 

The facts in the case were that Hunt 
worked for Shanks, who held an ap- 
pointment as deputy sheriff. They had 
a disagreement, which led to blows 
and while the fight was in progress 
Shanks tried to arrest his adversary for 
disturbing the peace. He afterward pre- 
ferred a charge against him for resist- 
ing an officer. Hunt was released upon 
his own recognizance. when Judge 
Smith sustained the demurrer to the 
information against him and his pres- 
ent whereabouts are unknown.

The old German shoemaker, 
Rehwald, whose stupid and unwise 
speech on Wednesday provoked a col- 
ored bootblack to knock him down, 
was arraigned before Justice Owens 
yesterday on the charge o* battery, 
preferred by Andrew Wilks, the colored 
man referred to. The date for trial was 
set for the 9th inst. by Justice Owens. 

A little later the old man was 
brought before Justice Morrison for ar- 
raignment on the charge of arson in 
having attempted to burn down the 
old shack in which he has his store, 
and which belongs to H.- Alexander. 
Officer T. H. Broadhead swore to the 
complaint upon which the warrant was 
issued for Rehwald’s arrest. The date 
for the examination was set for next 
Wednesday, the bail being fixed at 
$1500. 

The old man appeared in court ac- 
companied by his wife, and both of 
them appeared as if demented. He sat 
quiet enough but stared around in 
the most inane way. His wife could 
not sit still for two consecutive min- 
utes, her actions and her® conversa- 
tion indicating her distress. Rehwald 
has no friends who can put up a bond 
of $1500, and Hugh Crawford, who ap- 
peared ag his attorney, asked the court 
if a cash bail of $700 could be got to- 
gether, whether it would be accepted. 
Justice Morrison refused such a sum, 
and so the old fellow will remain in jail 
ae the trial of the charges against 
him 


COOL LIEUT. DEWEY. 


An Anecdote of the World-famous 
Naval Officer. 

W. H. Savage of San. Pedro yester- 
day mailed to Commodore Dewey at 
Manilaanumberofcopiesof The Times 
of recent dates. With the papers Mr. 
Savage sent a letter calculated to re- 
call himself to the recollection of that 
now famous officer. 

From 1861 to 1863 Mr. Savage served 
on the sloop-of-war Mississippi, of 
which Melancthon Smith was captain, 
and on which Commodore (then Lieut.) 
Dewey was executive officer. Young 
Savage ected as messenger boy and 
conveyed orders from the captain to 
the other’ officers. 

In the battle of Port Hudson, the 
Mississippi grounded, and, the enemy’s 
gunners getting the range, a destruc- 
tive fire was poured into the vessel. 
While the fighting was at its hottest 
Lieut. Dewey stepped forward and very 
coolly snoke to the men. 

‘‘Boys,” said he, ‘‘the forward maga- 
zine has been set on fire, and the 
after magazine has been flooded to 
prevent the ship from falling into the 
hands of the enemy.” He then or- 
dered the lowering of the boats, and 
directed what was left of the_crew to 
abandon the ship, but before leaving 
he commanded: “Double-shot your 
guns so that you can give the enemy 
a parting broadside.’”’ The captain and 
Lieut. Dewey were the last to leave 
the vessel.

THE RAIN AND COUNTRY LAND. 


SUBURBAN ELECTRIC ROADS AND 
RBAL ESTATE VALUES.

Important Real Estate Conveyance 
at Rialto, in San Bernardino 
County—Building and Im- 
provement Notes. 


Inquiry among real estate agents in 
Los Angeles fails to disclose any im- 
portant ttansactions this week. Inves- 
tors continue to hold off, the general 
excuse that is given being the war, al- 
though as The Times has previously re- 
marked, it is difficult to see why this 
naval war with a second-class power 
should be supposed to injuriously affect 
the value of real estate in Southern 
California. It would be more reasonable 
to plead the short rainfall of the past 
season as an excuse for caution, but 
this does not seem to have so much 
effect on would-be investors as the for- 
eign complications. It is probable that 
within a few weeks the firm tone of the 
eastern markets will have its effect out 
here that business will improve in real 
estate as in other lines. 

THE RAIN AND COUNTRY LAND. 

The rain of last week, although it 
came too late to be of much use to 
grain crops, has had an encouraging 
effect on the demand for country lands. 
The situation in the beet-growing sec- 
tions has been much improved by this 
rain. At Chino beet planting is going 
forward since the rain. About 3200 
acres are already planted there, which 
acreage, it is expected, will be in- 
creased to about 5000. 


REAL ESTATE ELSEWHERE. 


It is not only in Southern California 
_that the war has had’a depressing 
effect upon the real estate market. 
An eastern exchange says: 

“Like all other markets, the real es- 
tate market continues to be dominated 
by the war. Such movement as there 
has been this week may well be lik- 
ened to the spasmodic kicking and 
yelping of a sporting dog in his dreams. 
People are dreaming and talking of 
what might have been if the Spanish 
controversy had not intruded, and the 
professional ¢lements are trading, swap- 
ping and otherwise manipulating the 
generally desperate goods they have 
in hand. Brokers of large experience 
and dealings say that there is no mar- 
ket for property of any kind now, but 
that very little desirable property is 
offered—or pressed—for sale. First- 
class property is generally so strongly 
held that there appears to be but lit- 
tle prospect of war prices. Only here‘ 
and there, under special conditions, will 
such property come upon the market 
at this time, but then it will have to 
sell very low, if at all. There is anin- 
vestment element in the city that is 
waiting for just these opportunities and 
it would not be surprising if the near 
future were to develop a movement of 
this general character. 

Among the larger investors and op- 
erators the belief amounts to a con- 
viction that when this war cloud shall 
have disappeared there will ensue 
something like a boom in the real es- 
tate market. All the conditions seem 
ripe for it, and there is the warrant 
of historic precedent for its anticipa- 
tion. In this belief those who are able 
hold fast to their possessions, though 
they may not be willing to add to them 
except at prices considerably reduced 
from recent quotations. But there is 
a god deal of property held by a great 
many different owners. It would be un- 
usual if, under these circumstances, the 
changed conditions which war would 
bring about with many of them 
should not result in some good prop- 
erty being forced upon the market. 
This would make the opportunity for 
and of which the investing class is 
ready and prepared to make the most. 
But there are no present indications 
that such a movement, if it comes at 
all,|/will assume serious proportions.” 

In San Francisco the same condition 
of affairs prevails. The Call says: 

“The war with Spain, coupled with 
the naturally quiet state of the real 
estate market, is still acting as a check 
upon the progression of'real estate gen- 
erally throughout the city, and, in 
fact, the entire State. A big sale ts a 
rarity and is seldom negotiated, while 
minor sales are likewise slow and very 
far between. Property is hanging like 
a burden on owners desirous of dispos- 
ing of it, as nothing bordering or. its 
real value can be realized, and conse- 
quently must be held or sold at a loss, 
as the market is practically dead. The 
building in the city is slow and in the 
country worse. During the past week, 
however, things brightened a little and 
real estate agents reported a slight de- 
velopment in residence and develop- 
ment property, but the general business 
done was no better than the preceding 
week, and was so slight as to not make 
any perceptible change in the general 
state of affairs.” 

RIALTO. 


A conveyance was recently filed in 
San Bernardino county by the San 
Francisco Savings Union, of all its in- 
terest in the Rialto property to the 
Chicala Water Company and the An- 
glo-American Canaigre Company. Then 
there were two trust deeds for $1,000,600 
each from the Chicala Water Company 
and from the United States Mortgage 
and Trust Company, trustees, of all 
their interests in the Rialto property. 
This was done to secure the bondhold- 
ers, and, it is said, to raise sufficient 
money to continue the improvements 
formerly contemplated in that quarter. 

The Rialto tract, which lies a few 
miles this side of the city of San Her- 
nardino, has had a checkered history 
during the past few years. Much of the 
land is véry light in character, but 
with sufficient water it raises food 
‘crops. There is a considerable amount 
of wind, but this, on the other hand, is 
an advantage in keeping off frost. Sev- 
eral years ago the settlement of the 
tract was commenced on a scale cf 
considerable magnitude. Then finan- 
cial complications began, and there wes 
some trouble about a sufficient water 
Supply. Later a settlement of Dunk- 
ards was made on the tract, nost of 
whom have had to give up their hold- 
ings. A large portion of the tract wus 
purchased a year or two ago by & com- 
nany which has been engaged in grow- 
ing canaigre. From what can be 
learned, this canaigre enterprise aces 
not appear to be a brilliant success.

SUBURBAN ELECTRIC ROADS. 

Several new electric roads are likely 
to be in operation from Los Angeles 
to suburban points in the near future. 
Besides the converting of the Terminal 
to Glendale, the Redondo people have 
such a scheme in mind. Just as soon 
as work is begun-on the harbor at San 
Pedro the Traction Company will build 
a line to that point. A franchise has 
been sold for a line to Whittier, which 
will be begun at an early day. The bid 
of A. B. Patton for a franchise for an 
éIrctric railroad from Los Angeles to 
Whittier was granted by the Board of 
Supervisors. The amount paid for the 
franchise was $10. Mr. Patton is acting 
through Attorney C. C. Wright, and 
claims to represent a large amount 
of eastern capital. He says that a rail- 
road company will be formed at once, 
and that the work of constructing an 
electric road to Whittier will be ac- 
tually begun soon. 

The influence of electric railroads 
upon real estate values in the sections 
which they run is very marked. An 
eastern correspondent of The Times 
recently called attention to a_e=sys- 
tematic inquiry on this subject, which 
has been made in several eastern cities. 

For the purpose of illustration, three 
circles have been drawn upon a city 
map, say, for example, that of a typi- 
cal manufacturing town like Pitts- 
burgh. These circles define the areas 
definitely affected by the electric roads. 
The inner circle includes the business 
center, or heart of a city; the loca- 
tion of the postoffice, the banks, the 
financial centers, or the choice shop- 
ping district; in other words, first- 
class business property. Within thts 
citcle, values are constantly appreciat- 


‘ing; and have done so even during the 


past three or five years. The second 
circle will include the inside residential 
portion of the city—in a purely resi- 
dential city—or, in the case of an in- 
dustrial city, that portion within rea- 
sonable proximity to the factory dis- 
trict. The influence of the. electric 
railroad has been to cause values 
within this circle to decline. The third 
circle includes the outlying district, 
which has been made acessible by the 
electric lines, and here-the greatest 
benefits of electric transportation are 
to be met with. In this district, ac- 
cording to the statement of an expert, 
there is a remarkable appreciation of 
land values, from the improved local 
transportation facilities, to which ra‘l- 
way managers and real estate men in 
all parts of the country bear witness. 
BUILDING.

Fresno’s Advantages. 


{Fresno Republican:] The Los An- 
geles Times says: “They are keeping 
their spirits up and making the best of 
things up in the San Joaquin Valley, 
in spite of war and drouth.”” And why 
sShouldn’t we? While in many portions 
of the State it has been necessary to 
sell all the live stock at any price 
offered or ship it to remote distances 
east of the mountains, in Fresno’s 
great irrigated belt vast quantities of 
alfalfa, Egyptian corn and other feed 
will be produced, sufficient in quantity 
to carry the flocks and herds over un- 
til next season's rains have again cov+ 
ered the hills and valleys of California 
with their usual coat of winter green. 
A dry season brings more or less dis- 
aster everywhere, but in Fresno county 
it serves to demonstrate the great ad- 
vantage we enjoy in a system of irri- 
gation that never fails to bring a fair 
supply of water to the farmers who 
depend upon it. The vital importance 
of irrigation is not realized in Califor- 
nia until a dry year comes. 


Mildred Brewster Acquitted. 


MONTPELIER (Vt.,) May 5.—The 
jury in the Mildred Brewster murder 
trial returned a verdict at 9:40 o’clock 
this morning, finding the defendant not 
guilty, by reason of insanity. Mildred 
Brewster was charged with having 
killed Anna Wheller, of whom she was 
jealous, near Montpelier, May 29, 1897. 
Miss Brewster also shot herself, and 
her life was for a time despaired of. 


Griffo Held to Answer. 


SACRAMENTO, May 5.—Griffo, the 
Australian pugilist, was today held to 
answer to the charge of manslaughter 
by Justice Henry, for having caused 
the death of Joe Devitt, alias Bull Mc- 
Carthy, at. the Sacramento Athletic 
Club’s entertainment last week.

Three Companies of Minute Men Or- 
ganize—Ed Fletcher, J. T. Wel- 
den and Patrick Guinan are 
Elected Captains of the Com- 
pantes—Coronado Notes. 


SAN DIEGO, May 5.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Memories of ‘61 were revived today 
when the boys of Co. B marched down the 
strett to take the train that conveys them 
toward the frent. The scene of the leave- 
taking was impressive. Thousands of people 
turned cut, including the three companies 
of minute men organized last night. These 
marched down D street under command of 
their respective captains. They were not 
uniformed, but their tread was martial for 
all that. They will censtitute the force to 
guard San Diego against the possible at- 
tack of privateers or casual raids ef ad- 
venturers across the border. 

Acrcss the shoulders of the boys of Co. 
B rifles were slung, cartridge belts were full, 
and the young fellows marched with a proud 
Step. A feature of the departure was the 
hearty farewell tendered by the school- 
ch'!ldren. They were in evidence to the ex- 
tent cf over a thousand, and bade farewell to 
their older brothers with shouts and the wav- 
ing of flags. So with martial music, the 
flutter of flags and the cheering from thou- 
sands of throats, the boys in blue left for the 
momentous flelds where fame or death awaits 


them 
MINUTE MEN ORGANIZE. 

At last night’s meeting, called by Mayor 
Reed, there was a big gathering of men, most 
of them representative citizens. Mayor Reed 
presided, and announced the object of the 
meeting, that of organizing the 500 men who 
had signed the rolls into companies for the 
protection of San Diego. A number of 
speeches were made, in which were expressed 


the views of the duties of the residents here } 


during this crisis. Especial stress was laid 
on the obliteration of politics and wire-pull- 
ing:~- Cheers greeted every reference to a 
united Americanism, regardless of politics. 

It was finally agreed that the quickest way 
to organize would be to count off fifty men 
at a time, and let them elect their own cap- 
tain., This was done, and in ten minutes 
three companies had been organized, named 
A, B and C. 

Judge Ward of Chula Vista announced that 
the first company of home guards to be or- 
ganized in~the county was that at Chula 
Vista, armed and equipped for battle, and 
commanded by Capt. C. H. Sf@art. He asked 
that the company be admitted into the San 
Diego battalion as Co. F, which was granted 
with a hurrah. Ed Fletcher was elected cap- 
tain of Co. A; J. T. Weldon captain of Co. 
B, and Patrick Guinan captain of Co. B. 
The election of lieutenants was postponed. 
The captains took their commands out and 
drilled them for half an hour, the raw re- 
cruits showing great aptitude. The battalion 
will meet Friday evening for permanent or- 
ganization and the election of a colonel and 
other regimental officers.

PRESCOTT (Ariz.,) May 5.—The de- 
parture of the volunteers from Arizona 
yesterday, and the presence o? Coy. Mc- 
Cord in this city today, has attached to 
the future .welfare of the Territory 
much interest, particularly in the line 
of its defense and security. 

The Indian question and the danger 
of marauding parties from over the 
border surmounts at present any other 
with which Arizona has to deal, and 
the leaving of so large a body of cavalry 
naturally makes the situation seem 
somewhat precarious to many living 
in outside districts, where settlements 
re scattered and no organization ex- 
sts. 

Speaking today to citizens on this 
matter, Gov. McCord said that of all his 
official consideration to the people to 
be affected by an outbreak of the 
Apaches, or raids by bandits, as weli 
as to Arizona at large, he had first of 
all considered the Indian probl2m, and 
had accordingly iaken every means in 
his power to crush the first intimation 
of an outbreak. 

For the purpose of securing protec- 
tion to’ the people and property, the 
Gvevernor says he has established u 
cordon of couriers at every point 
necessary, and with the codperation of 
the militia and many old Indian fight- 
ers, he believes that an incipient out- 
break can be speedily crushed.

San Francisco Impressed With the 
Necessity—Gov.

FOR A MILLION. 


Oscar Luning Wants an Accounting 
from George Whittell, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
SAN FRANCISCO, May 5.—George 
Whittell, one of San Francisco's lead- 
ing business men and capitalists, has 
been sued in the Superior Court for 
more than a million dollars. The plain- 
tiff is Oscar Luning, a son of the late 
Nicholas Luning, and a brother-in-law 
of Whittell. Nicholas Luning died in 
1890, leaving an estate which was sub- 


sequently appraised at more than 
$7,000,000. By his will he bequeathed 
the millions which he owned to his 
five children, share and share alike. 


No distribution of the estate has ever 
been made. Under the will George 
Whittell and M. B. Langhorne were 
named as executors. On Whittell’s ad- 
vice the children united their interests 
in a corporation known as the Luning 
Company, of which Whittell was made 
the president, and Langhorne the gec- 
retary. 

The original interests of Oscar T. 
Luning in the corporation were worth 
in the neighborhood of $1,500,000. This 
is held by Whittell under two trusts, 
which Luning now asserts he was in- 
duced to execute through fraud and 
misrepresentation at a time when he 
was incapable of transacting business 
on account of his over-indulgence in 
liquor. 

The case takes the form of a suit in 
equity. Andrew D. Parker, a promi- 


nent member of the New York bar, is 
one of the Luning attorneys.

The Journal of Comuinerce 
says the orange market is closely clean- 
ing up, Jamaicas are about done, on 
the spot, and no more are expected to 
come forward for the primary muarkét. 
Good California navels and seedlings 
are said to be in small supply, on the 
spot and to arrive, but prices show lit- 
tle improvement, owing to the indffer- 
ence of the buyer. . 

Mail advices from California state 
that shipments of oranges for the week 
ending April 20, amounted to 799 cars 
to all points. These heavy shipments 
coming on a quiet market and contain- 
ing a good deal of inferior fruit, have 
a decidedly depressing influence on 
eastern markets, particularly as cheap 
berries are beginning to attract the at- 
tention of consumers to the exclusion 
of everything else. 


No Likelihood of Bloeckadc. 


BERLIN, May 5.—In the Reichstag 
today, Baron von Thielman, Secretary 
of the Imperial Treasury, replying to 
an interpellation, declared the govern- 
ment had no intention of asking the 
Bundesrath to suspend the duties on 
grain.

Following closely on the heels of the 
French removal’ of import duty 
wheat, Italy today took a similar a: 
tion. Breat riots are renorted in Rome 
and provinces of Italy. Agitation is 
rife in the German Reichstag for the 
removal of import duty by that gov- 
ernment, and rumor has it that Russia 
is contemplating a prohibition of grain 
exports. 

The announcement of removals cf 
import duties by Italy and Spain ar- 
rived almost simultaneously. To fur- 
ther intensify the situation, Leiter an- 
nounced a sale of 2,000,000 of wheat for 
May and June delivery, to a Liverpool 
syndicate at $1.50 a bushel. 

Close upon this report, news of a 
failure on the board was posted. The 
tip went around, that before the final 
trading hour the most sanguine pre- 
dictions as to the price of wheat would 
be realized, and May wheat would com 
mand $1.50 a hushel. 

Many years have elapsed since cash 
wheat sold at its present price, and 
still the Leiter boom has not reached 
its zenith. 

The failure of C. D. Woolworth, a 
scalper, Which was announced today, 
with liabilities of $3000 to $4000 is re- 
garded the initial of a series of more 
collapses. 

Just one year ago, Leiter forsook his 
real estate business to “dabble” in 
wheat speculation. Since that time he 
has held the upper hand, and today his 
hold is stronger and more certain than 
at any stage of the campaign. 

Out of 10,000,000 bushels of May 
wheat sold short in this market, there 
is no wheat actually available for de- 
livery. Frantic demands from abroad 
and from hitherto unexpected sources 
have served to corral all the cash 
wheat for export and milling purposes. 

Leiter is generally credited ‘with 
having bought 10,000,000 bushels on 
short sales, and in his dual position as 
buyer of imaginary wheat supplies, 
and holder of all the available cash 
wheat in the market, his position is 
simply that of an absolute dictator.

SAN BERNARDINO, May 5.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] Lively scenes were enacted 
yesterday evening and today at the armory. 

The uncertainty as to who would command 
Co. K was dispelled last night by the arrival! 
of the commissions for the officers-elect, who 
at once qualified. The armory was crowded 
with spectators, when the company and re- 
eruits, nearly two hundred strong, fell into 
line. 

Capt. Goff announced that the commissions 
for Capt. Sloat, First Lieutenant Seccomb> 
and Second Lieutenant Schlott had just been 
received. These officers were then sworn in. 
after which Capt. Goff took forma! leave of 
the company, which he had commanded for 
two years. The balance of the evening was 
devoted to drilling the men at Athletic Park 
and in the armory. 

The company has received its marching 
orders. At 6:49 o'clock. tomorrow mornirg 
eighty-four of the men, who have enlisted for 
two years or the war, will leave the city on 
a special Southern Pacific train. At Colton 
they will be joined by the companies from 
Riverside and Redlands, proceeding thence to 
Los Angeles. Capt. Sloat has ordered that all 
good-bys must be said at the armory. 

Dr. W. W. Roblee of Riverside. one of the 
assistant surgeons of the Seventh Regiment, 
this afternocn subjected the members of the 
company and the recruits to a_ thorough 
physical examination, which served as a basis 
for the choice of the men who will go to the 
front. 

Over $100 was subscribed voluntarily yes- 
terday and today by the citizens toward de- 
fraying the expenses of a number of the vol- 
unteepa from the rural districts, who have 
been compelled to stay abcut the armory 
since the command to assemble. 

Notwithstanding the early hour of depar- 
ture, the boys of Co. K will be given a rous- 
ing send-off tomorrow morning.
